SCIENCE 


R. JOHN MURRAY may be congratulated on 

his enterprise in publishing a report of the first 

part of the Proceedings of the British Association 

for the Advancement of Science at Hull even while 
the sittings are still in progress. Among other things this 
goes to show that, as several of the most eminent speakers 
said in different sections, at no time has the interest of the 
public been keener in regard to the results of research. 
Particularly is this true of research dealing with the remote 
antiquity of man, those races whose pilgrimage was over 
before the recorder came to keep the calendar of their 
transactions. Keen and almost pathetic too is the desire 
of to-day to learn something of those great but shadowy 
civilisations which have moved over the land like shadows 
and left little behind them save a few fragments of architec- 
ture, rusty implements and worn stones that we treasure 
in museums. Greater still is their interest in the outline 
of man’s history. 

The address of the President on ‘“ Some Aspects of 
Animal Mechanism,” as was expected, contained the best 
thinking expressed in the best language at the meeting. 
Nearly every phrase was illuminating. Naturally enough, 
passages such as the following did not excite the admiration 
they deserve. We cannot give the whole of it, but the 
reader will do well to look up the continuation : ‘“ Thus, 
a pair of tiny water-filled bags set one in each side of the 
skull. In each of these a patch of cells endowed with a 
special nerve. Attached to hairlets of these cells a tiny 
crystalline stone whose pressure acts as a stimulus through 
them to the nerve. The nerve of each gravity-bag connects, 
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through chains of nerve-centres, with the muscles of all 
the limbs and of one side of the neck. In the ordinary 
erect posture of the head the stimulation by the two bags 
right and left is equal, because the two gravity-stones then 
lie symmetrically. The result, then, is a symmetrical 
muscular effect on the two sides of the body, namely, ‘the 
normal erect posture.” It is a description of human 
mechanism that can scarcely be paralleled outside the Old 
Testament. What the critics asked is whv Professor 
Sherrington, when he was describing so minutely the 
mechanism of the body, did not similarly analyse the 
mind. He pointed out very clearly that man is a unity 
and that the delicate mechanism of his body is controlled 
by his mind, but kept strictly to the physics of his subject. 
He found the mind’s dwelling in the cortex of the fore- 
brain, and that it is “‘ actuated by instincts but instrumented 
with reason,” and he went on to say that Man, “ often 
Nature’s rebel,” as Sir Ray Lankester has luminously said, 
“can, viewing this great supra-individual process, shape 
even as individual his course conformably with it, feeling 
that in this instance to rebel would be to sink lower rather 
than to continue his own evolution upward.” 

Upon this address a great deal of theological eloquence 
has been expended. The Archbishop of York made it 
the theme of Sunday’s sermon and, as might be expected, 
adorned it with many sounding phrases, such as : ‘‘ Students 
of science and of religion were at one as fellow-learners of 
God.” Dean Inge attacked the matter with less elegance but 
more force. With fine irony he asked : ‘‘ Was it really a faulty 
argument for theism to ask whether so eligible a property 
as the universe could possibly belong to nobody?” He 
suggested that “as we bowed respectfully to a duke who 
owned a hundred thousand acres we ought to pay infinitely 
greater respect to the largest of all landed proprietors, who 
possessed a million estates, each a million miles in diameter, 
and whose title deeds were millions of years old.” He 
also cited the American writers, who were beginning to 
talk about the “ democratic idea of God” and explained 
their meaning as being “ apparently that He was a spirit 
among other spirits with rather less power than the President 
of the United States.”” More serious was his dictum that 
the “ scientific temper is as great an asset to humanity as 
scientific discovery.” ‘The cultivation of ignorance cannot 
possibly be of any advantage to the destiny of a nation. 

In his paper on “ The Study of Man” Mr. H. J. E. 
Peake, President of the Anthropological Section, noted a 
change that has taken place during the last ten or twelve 
years. Before that period anthropologists were ardently 
engaged in tracing out the evolution of customs, institutions 
and material culture on the assumption that where simi- 
larities were to be found in the world they were due to 
independent origins and development. ‘The assumption 
was that as the workings of the human mind were every- 
where similar, where similar conditions prevailed similar 
customs and culture would originate and develop. During 
the period mentioned a new school of thought has come 
into prominence. According to it, discoveries are made 
only once, and when resemblances are found between the 
culture of different communities this is due to connection 
between them, however indirect. Probably neither is 
exactly right. The lecturer wittily said that everybody 
would not subscribe to the dictum that no discovery has 
been made twice, “for was not the safety-pin patented 
early in the nineteenth century by someone who must have 
been ignorant that the same device had been employed 
at the lake-dwelling of Peschiera about 1400 B.c.?”

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extensive tour in Germany for the special purpose 

of studying economic conditions there, put his 
finger on the weak spot. Nothing can be done until 
means are found for stopping the inflation of the 
mark. At the present rate of exchange it cannot properly 
be regarded as money. It is not a token of value, 
but simply printed paper. Its use as money is leading 
to the utmost confusion. It inflates undeserved losses 
and equally undeserved gains on the part of those who 
buy or sell, borrow or repay. It obscures the national 
budget, which ought to be a true indication of the financial 
state of any country. It makes of Germany one vast 
paradox. Here are a people working hard, buying, selling, 
making money and spending freely on luxuries, yet unable 
to make good the wanton damage that they inflicted not 
only to the homes of their enemies, but on the means by 
which industry is carried on—coal and other mines, factories 
and even fruit fields. They are rapidly recovering wealth 
yet in a position to plead poverty. Although this debt 
is hanging over their heads, taxation is lighter than in 
almost any other country of Europe. The common-sense 
of most people will force them to agree with the writer in 
our contemporary that the first step to be taken is to abolish 
this printed paper which is not money and make a new 
mintage which will bear a definite relation to the capital 
and the resources of the country, that is to say, it must 
become like other money, a token of wealth, and be inter- 
changeable for it. 


HERE can be little doubt that the City Editor of 
the Times, in a recent article written after an 


VERY striking personality has passed away in Mr. 

Wilfrid Scawen Blunt. Temperamentally he was 
strong and impetuous in everything he did. Mentally 
he had a thousand different sides ; was thirty years ago 
that contradiction in terms, a Tory Home Ruler ; it was 
later that he became a Liberal Home Ruler. He was a 
poet and a friend of poets. When the late Francis Thompson 
was often in need of help he had no better friend. 
Lady Anne Blunt, his wife, was as fond of the Arab 
horse as he was. She was a woman distinguished 
both by her birth and her acquirements. They were 
married in 1869, she being the daughter of the first Earl 
of Lovelace and the granddaughter of Byron; she after- 
wards became Baroness Wentworth. Mr. Blunt was 
born at Petworth House in 1840, the son of Mr. F. S. 
Blunt of Crabbet Park. 


HERE was a discussion at Hull which has a very practical 
interest for those engaged in cultivating land. It 
was introduced by Mr. H. V. Taylor, Deputy Controller 
of Horticulture at the Ministry of Agriculture. In a 
paper on ‘‘ Commercial Horticulture and Industry ”’ he 
criticised the farmers for giving up the production of cereals 
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and root crops and greatly increasing the area under vege- 
tables and fruits. Farmers have been doing this, but 
anyone who knows the facts can hardly blame them. ‘They 
were let down by the Government, under whose guarantees 
they had extended the cultivation of cereals. As a resu!t, 
there is a dead loss on corn crops. Professor Raston, in 
the discussion that followed, gave figures that showed 
how the average profit on barley, that came out at {11 8s. 
per acre in 1919, fell to 5s. in 1920 and to 2s. 6d. in 1921. 
In comparison he said that there was a profit on carrots 
of over £40 an acre. ‘The stock argument with which such 
figures are met is that a carrot crop impoverishes the soil, 
as it is sown without manure, though preference is given 
to land that has been well manured the year before. A 
man farming his own land would pay no regard to this 
argument because he is not bound to follow any given 
rotation of crops. ‘There will obviously be no deterioration 
if the carrot crop were followed by a crop that pays for 
extra good manuring, such as celery. 


DISCUSSION on the value of vitamins in the joint 

Sections of Physiology and Agriculture was opened 
by Lord Bledisloe. It had a very practical bearing on 
husbandry. Professor Drummond told the story of the 
pigs of Montana. They were suffering from a strange 
disease ; their young appeared hairless and malformed, 
and in a single year over a million pigs died. ‘The addition 
of a trace of iodide of potassium to the diet restored normal 
health. Professor Drummond impressed upon his audience 
that the vitamins are all produced by green plants, including 
special diatoms in the sea which were the ultimate source 
of the vitamins in which cod liver oil was rich, and cod 
liver oil is richer in vitamins than butter in the proportion 
of two hundred and fifty times, weight for weight. Captain 
Golding followed this by describing experiments made on 
a large scale in feeding pigs with diets free from vitamins 
and with the addition of very small quantities of cod liver 
oil. Fertility, general tone and resistance to disease could 
be restored by cod liver oil. Farmers should pay heed 
to his warning against buying concentrated food alleged 
to contain vitamins. ‘These must be given by fresh green 
food or by cod liver oil.

] T would appear from various items of trade intelligence 
that the commercial outlook is at last showing definite 
signs of improvement. ‘This is manifested by the restarting 
at Airdrie, in Scotland, of the largest tube works in the 
country. A demand for pig iron comes from America, 
and the steel trade is benefiting by a greater demand for 
building material and steel for engineering purposes. An 
expansion of the exportation of hardware is reported. 
There is a greater demand for coal and for boots and shoes. 
As to the cotton industry there is not much of a very cheer- 
ing nature to report, but orders are coming from overseas 
for hosiery, particularly for the “‘ knitted clothes ”’ section. 
These may not be very striking symptoms but they are 
of the right kind, and, provided that a return to prosperity is 
not again baulked by industrial disturbances, it looks as though 
the future were going to bring greater prosperity with it. 
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“JK ATERGY ” is a new word brought into the world 

by Dr. F. C. Eve. He defined it as the flow of 
energy in the ordinary downhill direction. ‘The idea was 
first suggested to him by a photograph that showed foliage 
darker than earth, especially if the earth was of the original 
primitive volcanic tawny colour. ‘This raised the question 
whether the function of plants was to afford sunshine an 
earlier and better opportunity of degradation than would be 
possible without plants. He conjectures that plants were 
originally dragged into existence by the tendency of energy 
to seek a lower level. So do the rays of the star and the 
joy of sunshine flow down to us, even as the stars shine 
down and the waters of a river naturally seek to flow down 
to the level of the sea. Dr. Eve offered a simpler example 
in the apple always tugging at its stem to get down to the 
earth. We seem to have here a fine expansion of what 
has been called the law of gravitation—it was the falling 
of an apple that gave Newton his first idea of that law. 
Hitherto it has been a law deduced from its operation and 
not explained by reason. 


MR. CYRIL ‘TOLLEY failed to win the American 

Amateur Golf Championship, but he put up a fight 
that will be enshrined in the annals of the game. His 
play throughout was marked by power and unfailing pluck. 
When he got into trouble he emerged with a whirlwind 
energy that carried him to victory on each occasion but 
the last. He was matched against Mr. Knepper, an exact, 
resolute and finished exponent of the game. When Mr. 
Tolley was five down with thirteen to play it might have 
been thought that the match was virtually over. When a 
situation like that arises towards the end of a tournament 
usually the elated leader goes playing above himself and 
his opponent falters. Nothing of the kind occurred with 
Mr. Tolley, who possesses that courage of the born champion 
that is most strongly developed when his case seems 
desperate. It was so in this case. By great and courageous 
play hole after hole was won back, till at the last one Mr. 
Knepper was only one up with one to play. He had not 
lost his nerve, though it must have been seriously tried 
as he saw his lead pulled down with unbeatable play. At 
the eighteenth there was a keen end to a battle of champions. 
Mr. Knepper’s ball touched the hole but ran past; Mr. 
‘Tolley’s hit the hole but did not stay. It was a game in 
which the winner was separated from the loser by a hair’s- 
breadth. 


| \ spite of all this, the greatest event of the tournament 

was the victory of a student of Yale who has not yet 
reached the age of twenty-one. His name is Mr. Jesse 
Sweetser, and the quality of his play may be judged from 
the fact that he defeated one after the other Mr. W. I. 
Hunter, last year’s Amateur Champion of this country ; 
Mr. Jesse Guilford, the American Champien ; Mr. Bobby 
Jones, who yesterday was himself an infant phenomenon ; 
and Mr. ‘* Chick ” Evans. Hunter lost by 7 and 6, Guilford 
by 4 and 3, Jones by 8 and 7, and Evans by 3 and 2. This 
record is sufficient to show that his was no meteoric flight, 
but the effort of one who is already a great golfer. 


‘THE spacious days of good Queen Bess are vividly 
recalled in the remarkable contribution to the Cornhill 
Magazine called “Three Foreigners in London 1584 
1619.”’ Lupold von Wedel, whose narrative is printed 
in this month’s number, had an eye for the very pictures 
one longs to witness. First came the rough old English 
amusements of bear-baiting, horse-baiting and bull-baiting. 
These were followed by a puppet show in motion, after 
which there was scrambling for bread and fruit. While 
the people pushed and fought “ rockets and other fireworks 
were exploded from all sides, causing a great tumult and 
uproar.”

gives a fine description of a State Ball at Greenwich. 
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EVEN fun was given a place at the British Association 

this year. The fun was that of children. Dr. C. W. 
Kimmins has a note-book in which he sets down every good 
example he can gather of the child’s sense of fun in 
regard to what it hears or sees. Some of the stories are 
pure invention, as that of the cat which stopped the pendulum 
of the clock with its paw and, then, when the father of 
the household looked annoyed, jumped on the dresser 
again and gave the pendulum a push so that the clock 
resumed its ticking. The writer of that story should have 
a future in the very popular comic papers. Of a different 
class are two railway stories. Elders will laugh as heartily 
as the young at them. In the one narrator and her mother 
entered a District Railway train which was rather crowded. 
When it stopped at a station a woman entered the train. 
‘““ A gentleman rose and the lady said : ‘ It is quite all right, 
keep your seat, for I am going to get out soon.’ With that 
she pushed him back into his seat. Again the man rose, 
and again the lady pushed him back. The man, after being 
pushed back three times, said: ‘ When you’ve finished, 
I want to get out.’” 


HE other deals with an automatic machine which deals out 

a ticket when you put in the necessary coins. The joke 
is against Auntie this time. ‘‘ My brother said to Auntie, 
‘That is where you get the tickets,’ so Auntie walked up 
to the machine, bent her head down, and asked the machine 
for three to Paddington. Of course we all started laughing, 
even Auntie. It was really the funniest sight I have ever 
seen, Auntie asking the machine for tickets.’ This is as 
laughable as the perfectly true story of the garden hand 
who in an emergency was called in to ring up the grocer 
and order something for the breakfast immediately. He 
turned the telephone upside down, and speaking into the 
bottom of it shouted in a loud voice, ‘ Send over at once a 
pound of bacon and half a dozen eggs to the master!” 
These are all examples of a very simple kind of humour 
which appeals to the young and old alike. ‘Their tastes 
meet here and there, but at many places differ. Elderly 
humour is very often ironic or satirical, while the humour 
of children, for the greater part, is an outcome of health, 
happiness and freedom from care.

])R. GRENFELL AND MRS. GRENFELL, who landed 

~ at Liverpool from Labrador last Sunday, had much 
interesting information to give with regard to the develop- 
ment of that interesting country. The development of 
the reindeer business was one of the topics. Dr. Grenfell 
says that the reindeer makes excellent venison, and that 
there is a market for it is proved by the Alaska exports, 
which amount to about a hundred thousand carcases 
yearly. ‘The Hudson Bay Company took in seven hundred 
head last year to Baffin’s Land, and this will be considerably 
exceeded by the companies in connection with the Inter- 
national Grenfell Association. Another new industry is 
the chilling of salmon, of which a million pounds’ weight 
was sent to England last vear. ‘The fish is not frozen, but 
placed in water and ice laid about the vessel. ‘The salmon 
reach the table without having been actually frozen, and 
Dr. Grenfell thinks that this industry will absorb all imported 
salmon in time. It is to be regretted that the trouble 
among the population is consumption. It is a disease 
over which a considerable victory has been gained in this 
country, and we hope that it will not be found impossible 
to wrestle with it in Labrador. 
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THE NEW PHOTOGRAPHY 


By Warp Muir. 


HE annual exhibition of the London Salon of Photo- 

graphy, now open at the Gallery of the Royal Society 

of Painters in Water Colours, 5a, Pall Mall East, is, 

as usual, a delight to all who can app:eciate the advances 

being made in the art of the camera. Not that the word 
art, in this connection, is quite as popular as it used to be. 
Curiously enough, the more sincerely artistic our modern 
photographers are, the more they grow shy of calling themselves 
artists. So, at any rate, one would gather from many conversa- 
tions at the Private View of the Salon. The truth, of course, is 
that while the word art ha:—or should have—a plain enough 
definition when employed in talking of painting, music, literature, 
it wavers on the edge of false rhetoric when applied to the 
more modest crafts, and people occupied with crafts become 
sensitive on the point. They claim to be producing something 
which is beautiful—and let it go at that, having discovered 
that artistic is what Pope would have called a “ sinking ”’ word 
that has but a linendraper’s meaning. 

Be this as it may, the photographs of this year’s Salon 
hold their own, whether they are called artistic or—as is more 
customary now—“‘ pictorial.” Personally, I regard this year’s 
Salon as an improvement on last year’s, but it is inevitable that 
the difference between them should be slight and impossible 
to sum up ina sentence. ‘The improvement from ten years ago 
or thereabouts is, however, enormous. I had the privilege of an 
interview with an old photographer whose memory of these 
exhibitions goes back forty years, and he told me that latter-day 
camera work strikes him as being rather too clever ; he remarked 
that there were very few pictures on the Salon walls with which 
he would like to live. But I have listened to this observation 
so frequently, not only at exhibitions of modern photographs, 
but also at exhibitions of modern paintings (and heard equivalent 
observations made anent modern novels), that I can but feel 
that it is the normal phenomenon of the old generation irked 
by the exuberance of the new. And the new generation of 


photographers is so much more accomplished technically than the 
generation of which my friend spoke, that it is actually discarding 
its dependence on the clevernesses at which he cavilled ; so 
at least I should have said. 

A score of years ago his complaint would have been a just 
one, for photographers were then passing through a stage oi 
being “‘ artistic’ in the worst sense; they were making their 
pictures fuzzy and vague, they were faking to lengths which 
hybridised their prints with drawings, they were habitually 
representing scenery so low in key that it bore no resemblance 
whatever to outdoor lightings. All this was far too clever ; and 
one of the refreshing features of this year’s Salon is the almost 
complete absence of this needless cleverness and the return into 
its own of pure photography— photography purer than ever, in- 
deed, for a reason above mentioned, namely, the improvement 
in the standard of technique. ‘True, a few of the recognised 
masters of combination printing remain, exhibiting their really 
wonderful tours de force of patience. Of these a well known 
favourite is Mr. Keighley, whose ‘“ Fishermen’s Shrine 
is reproduced with these notes; and of the pigment process 
exponents the most celebrated is MI. Misonne, one of the French 
members, of whose style ‘* Mauvais Chemin” is typical. But it 
is no disrespect to these veterans of the romantic landscape to 
say that the younger exhibitors are visibly taking a simpler 
line ; they are going direct to nature and using the photographic 
medium to delineate things as they are, without subsequent 
alteration. 

For my part I should ask no better argument in favour of 
the perfectly wonderful possibilities of pure photography than 
an inspection of the first wall alone of this year’s Salon. Hardly 
any of its magnificent double row of prints is not absolutely 
“straight ’’?: and there is not one which would not have been 
thought astonishing in the days of which my friend spoke when he 
told me that the recent work was too clever. Is there anything 
disagreeably clever in discovering beauties in nature and then

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making an accurate transcription of them? Is there an objec- 
tionable cleverness in the pattern of sun flecks on the architecture 
of Mr. Charles Job’s “‘ In the Garden of the Villa D’Este ” ? 
O- in the swiftly caught grouping of Mr. W. R. Openshaw’s 
“In the Shade”? Or in the observation cf sunshine on the 
dust clouds raised by the he d in Mr. E. 'T. Luke’s “ A Stock 
Route”? ? (Mr. Luke is an Australian exhibitor.) Even in the 
figure pictures the tendency to irrelevant cleverness is subsiding ; 
We are getting, to be sure, fewer figure pictures and more 
portraits : a sound reaction, for the figure picture was too often 
only theatrical, whereas the portrait is photography’s most 
naturalistic field. I notice (in this connection) that the nudes 
have diminished in numbers, and here again I suspect that 
the same tendency is operating. Painting and sculpture have 
made the nude their own, and photography is quietly dropping 
its early imitation of the other arts. 

When photography turns to the nude nowadays it 
seems to do so as an exercise in the rendering of tone values 
rather than as what could be called a stunt. As an example of 
this, attention may be drawn to some of the work of Lord 
Carnarvon, who has for many years been one of our leading 
amateurs, and who, as President of the Camera Club, has done 
much to encourage the progress of recruits to the hobby. His 
prints always have an element of the imaginative ; but this is 
backed by impeccable craftsmanship. And all the way round 
the walls of the gallery it is the recurrence of sureness of crafts- 
manship combined with imagination which, I venture to think, 
will astonish the perceptive visitor. There is little if any 
fudging ; everything is clean and clear. Photography deals with 
light, and it is the play of light on surfaces which is occupying 
our younger photographers. But to render that play it is not 
only necessary to have an eye for what is ‘‘ photographable,” it 
is necessary to have an intimate knowledge of the basis of photo- 
graphy—namely, exposure, development and the very fine 
business of printing so that glittering highlights shall be accom- 
panied by rich, transparent shadows. 

If the haphazard snapshotter could be persuaded to go to 
the Photographic Salon and dismiss from his mind all suspicions 
that the difference between the pictures on the walls and his own 
attempts is not due to any illegitimate faking of the former, but 
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purely and simply to two factors—(1) skilled choice of subject 
matter, and (2) cunning use of camera and chemicals—lI believe 
he would be stimulated to take a deeper interest in his hobby 
than he probably does now. Casual snapshotting soon becomes 
tiresome. It is one of the indisputable facts about photography 
that unless the photographer feels the attraction of pictorialism 
he drops his hobby ; but once he takes up the pictorial he goes 
on photographing for ever. ‘That he should do so is desirable, 
not only for the hobby’s sake (and it is one of the gentlest and 
sanest of hobbies), but because it provides a hardly believable 
education of the eye. The habitual photographer moves 
about the world with his eyesight sharpened, not alone for 
possible pictures, but for beauty of every kind. He sees 
things which are utterly missed by his fellows. But careless 
snapshotting does not produce this capacity for observation. 
I have had the opportunity to look through many hundreds of 
the snapshots sent to a famous firm to be developed and printed 
for holiday makers, and these are full of details which it is plain 
the photographers did not catch sight of at the moment of ex- 
posure ; ugly features such as electric wires spoiling a panorama 
of the Alps, or some incongruous intrusion in the background of a 
portrait group. Now the advanced photographer does not make 
these mistakes. The reason he does not make these mistakes 
is because he is a pictorialist. ‘The peculiar difficulties of making 
pictorial photographs as distinct from haphazard records 
has so schooled him that even in records making he makes 
bette - historical notes than does the snapshotter. To take the kind 
of picture acceptable at the Salon is to learn, incidentally, how 
to take even a travel snap or a family picnic group better than the 
ordinary snapshotter—because it involves learning to use the 
eyes. That is why it is so important that the Salon should be 
patronised, not solely by experts, but by beginners also. Without 
doubt, indeed, many of the most brilliant successes on the walls 
of the Salon to-day are the productions of the beginners who were 
playing with a pocket hand camera yesterday and regarding 
it as nothing more than an amusing toy, till the idea of pictorialism 
—we are forbidden, as I say, to call it art—changed their attitude 
and introduced them to a wider and more exciting world : 
the world of beautiful things waiting to be photographed 
beautifully.

seems impossible for any birds to eat so much as do these, but 
perhaps the street dwellers do not strive with the harbour gulls 
for food. Or, on the other hand, the gull’s digestion may work 
quicker than does that of most animals; for, though they can 
be seen in the afternoons looking thoroughly satisfied, they are 
ready enough in a few hours to take their place in the general 
scrum and fight as noisily as ever for food in any form that 
comes their way. 
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SPITALS 


Y this time of day people must be getting inured to 

the Hospitals’ Appeal, for it is unlikely that any object, 

save possibly ‘‘ Kitchener’s Appeal,” has ever been 

so widely advertised by poster. But just as Kitchener’s 

was a sudden and definite appeal, so is the Hospitals’. 
Like Kitchener’s, it is the outcome of a national emergency. 
The hospitals, burdened with debt at the end of the war, tried 
every expedient to carry that burden; but the crisis inevitably 
came, and at the end of last year ward after ward was shutting 
down. It was as an alternative that King Edward VII’s Fund, 
under the presidency of the Prince of Wales, determined to 
make the desperate situation known to the public. The purpose 
of the appeal is to clear off accumulated debt and to make it 
possible afterwards for the hospitals to try out some of the 
schemes which are in preparation for bringing in an additional 
and steady yearly income. The hospitals of England are 
unique in that they have been supported by voluntary contri- 
butions as far back as history goes. 

On the Continent various systems prevail, but they all 
nave Government support at the back of them. In France, 
Italy and Germany there are no great independent hospitals. 
In this island of ours alone the immemorial usage prevails 
of our supporting 
hospitals voluntarily. 
Quite apart from the 
political and financial 
objections to the 
State’s increasing its 
unwieldy bureaucracy 
by taking over the 
hospitals, with the 
shifting of the burden 
off the shoulders of 
the heirless, wealthy 
and generous on to 
those of the already 
groaning taxpayer, and 
a consequent dis- 
couragement of be- 
quests, there is the 
good influence of 
traditions to be con- 
sidered. Several of the 
great London hospitals 
have traditions stretch 
ing back into remote 
antiquity, and each of 
them has come, to 
a certain extent, to 
specialise on some 
particular branch of 
research or training. 
For instance (I speak 
subject to correction, 
for I am not a medical 
man), “ Bart’s”’ is, 
perhaps, pre-eminent 
for its tradition of 
training doctors; St. 
Thomas’s for nurses 
and surgery; the 
Middlesex for its 
cancer and _ general 
research work; the 
London for its nurses 
and lupus research ; 


Guy’s is a_ great 
surgeons’ training 
ground; and so on. 


These, under a system 
of nationalisation, 
would tend to lose 
their individuality. 
But to the ordinary 
man, the vaguer tradi- 
tions, grown by age, 
are probably even 
more appealing, 
though it is doubtful 
whether the ordinary 
man often pauses to 
consider the origin of 
hospitals. They are 
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all the result of private benefaction, and are, many of them, 
among the oldest corporations in Britain. 

For continuity of activity, situation and history, St. Bar- 
tholomew’s is the most remarkable. ‘The mysterious figure 
of Rahere, who was a popular courtier of the Norman kings, 
is the most romantic of the founders of hospitals. ‘Towards 
the latter part of his life, becoming aware of his neglect 
of spiritual matters, he went on pilgrimage to Rome and was 
there smitten by the prevalent malarial fever, in the agonies 
of which he swore, if he ever recovered, to found a hospital 
in his native city. He did recover, and appears to have sub- 
scribed to the rule of St. Augustine, becoming a ‘* Black Canon,”’ 
for which Order he obtained from Henry I a site in the boggy 
Smoothfield on the banks of the Fleet brook, just without the 
City walls. The foundation consisted of a great priory church, 
the choir of which remains as St. Bartholomew’s the Great 
in which Rahere lies to this day beneath an effigy and carved 
canopy, apparently erected during the fourteenth century ; 
and of a great hall for the sick at a little distance, with smaller 
buildings adjacent, among which were three chapels, one of 
them (St. Bartholomew’s the Less) still remaining in the hospital 
precincts. Before the portals of ‘* Bart’s’’ were held the fairs that 
took its name—the 
tolls of which went to 
the hospital ; here Wat 
Tyler held his inter- 
view with Richard II, 
and was carried be- 
neath them a stricken 
man. ‘The martyrs 
burned overlooked by 
its gables. At the 
Reformation its lands 
were confiscated and it 
was closed. But before 
his death Henry VIII, 
appealed to by the 
citizens of London in 
the person of Sir 
Thomas Gresham, 
Lord Mayor, had set 
to work to restore to 
the various hospitals 
so affected in their 
endowments, St. Bar- 
tholomew’s_ being the 
first to receive his 
attention. Since that 
time it has worked and 
grown continuously. 
In 1552 there were 
100 beds. From 1729 
till 1758 it was rebuilt 
from Gibbs’ designs 


in the magnificent 
form which it pre- 
serves to-day, with 


686 beds, on which 
320 nurses attend. 
When, in 1548, 
Edward VI took up his 
father’s uncompleted 
work of reorganising 
the hospitals, Bishop 
Ridley, “‘ dear father 
of hrs flock in London 
so closely and 
affectionately pressed 
persons in high Place 
and Calling to be 
Instruments in helping 
and succouring the 
poor, that the King 
was exceedingly 
moved. The 
Mayor, the Bishop and 
other eminent citizens 
met together to pre- 
pare something for the 
King in behalf of their 
Poor. ‘The Conclusion 
of this good Consulta- 
tion was that the city 
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had appointed Grey Friars, now 
called Christ’s Church for poor 
Children; St. Bartholomew’s and 
likewise St. Thomas in Southwark 
for the Maimed and _ Diseased ; 
Bridewell for the correction of Vaga- 
bonds, Strumpets and idle persons,” 
and Bethlehem for the insane. 

St. Thomas’s, thus mentioned 
by Stow, is really the oldest of the 
hospitals, having had its germ in 
a cell founded on Thames-side by 
a pious maiden soon after the con- 
version of England by St. Augustine. 
St. Swithin, Bishop of Winchester 
in the ninth century, remodelled 
the convent it had become into a 
College of Priests, and in 1106 the 
College was incorporated in the 
priory of St. Mary Overie, with a 
hospital attached. In 1223 Peter des 
Roches, another great prelate of 
Winchester, combined this hospital 
with the Almonry of Bermondsey 
Abbey (founded 1080) into one 
building—St. Thomas’ Spittal, com- 
memorating St. Thomas a Beckett. 
The site was to the east of the great 
road leading to London Bridge, 
among the inns for which South- 
wark is still famous, and the 
buildings were only finally swept 
away in 1866, when the South 
Eastern Railway built London 
Bridge Station. 

During the interval, however, 
the hospital was rebuilt in 1507; 
in 1553, when it reopened after 
the Reformation, it contained 284 
beds ; and again in 1693, under the 
care of Sir Robert Clayton, “ that 
prodigious rich Scrivener” and 
Lord Mayor in 1679. ‘‘ He wasa 
discreet magistrate,” says Evelyn, 
‘* and after his uncle Abbott’s death, 
whom he succeeded in the Scrivener 
business, prodigiously rich and 
opulent ;—a Prince of Citizens ; 
patronized by Royalty; he had 
swallowed much of the estate of 
the Duke of Buckingham; but 
had no heirs.” 

Clayton’s - buildings—shown in 
a reproduction of an old print— 
were, however, insufficient for the 
growing numbers of patients who 
came to be subjected to the skill of 
Mead and Cheselden. In 1721, 
therefore, Thomas Guy, a Governor 
of St. Thomas’s, bookseller, printer 
of Bibles and a successful speculator 
in South Sea stock, determined to 
spend his fortune in erecting a 
hospital on a site adjacent to St. 
Thomas’s. In 1725 the building 
which still stands was opened, but 
Mr. Guy had died just before. The 
flanking wings were added in 1737 
and 1787 (it is said with the elder 
Dance as architect, though the Bio- 
graphical History of the Hospital 
attributes them to Mr. Stear and 


Mr. Jupp). For the first century of 


its existence Guy’s worked in close 
unison with St. Thomas’s, being 
famed rather for medicine as 
opposed to St. Thomas’s chirurgery. 
In the early nineteenth century, 
however, a great surgeon arose at 
Guy’s—Sir Astley Cooper—who 
drained St. Thomas’s of all its 


students, and the seeds were sown of 


dissensions which in 1842 resulted 
in the organic separation of the two 
hospitals, though the older founda- 
tion was not actually moved till 1866,

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when Henry 
Currey designed 
the present build- 
ings of St. 
Thomas’s for its 
640 beds and 
annual attendance 
of nearly 70,000 
out-patients. 
Guy’s contains 
some 600 beds, 
with 300 nurses 
and 700 students. 

In the forties 
of the eighteenth 
century two in- 
firmaries were 
founded in a small 
way, which have 
since grown to 
huge proportions. 
In 1740 John 
Harrison, a sur- 
geon, and seven 
other men met in 
the Feathers 
Tavern, Cheap- 
side, and founded 
the “London 
Infirmary,” which, 
after a peripatetic 
career, at length 
fixed its quarters 
in 1757 beside the 
Mile End Road, 
with 161 beds. 
This is now the 
London Hospital, 
with 1,000 beds, 
750 nurses, an 
annual admission of some 21,500 in-patients, and the enormous 
total of 497,690 out-patients’ attendances—this latter by far 
the largest in England. 

The other infirmary, founded in 1745, was called the 
Middlesex Infirmary, and rented two houses off Tottenham 
Court Road. In 1747 “ Hospital ’’ was thought a better name, 
and fifteen beds were decided on as the standard. Not till 
1754 did it settle on its present site, and gradually grow till 
in 1824 it had 200 beds. Before 1850 it had been largely rebuilt 
and took on the appearance it now presents. 

It was in 1792 that a ward was specially set aside for cancer 
cases, which has now grown into the great institution adjacent 
to the hospital containing 100 beds, beside the 360 in the hospital 
itself and the 100 at the Branch Hospital for Convalescents at 
Clacton-on-Sea. 

As Guy’s split off St. Thomas’s, so did St. George’s move 
to what was then Lanesborough House in 1734, having seceded 
from the Westminster Hospital, first called the Westminster

These are but 
a few of the greater 
hos pitals—for 


there are many 
more, all with 
their traditions 


and, the product 
of traditions, esprit 
de corps. When 
you visit a hospital 
that is what strikes 
you most forcibly 
—the splendid 
esprit de corps. 
Every doctor, 
every nurse, every 
patient even, is 
“all out” for the 
hospital. It is this 
magnificent loyalty that has kept these oases of healing green, 
some of them for 800 years; it has filled them with the finest 
surgeons, the most tender nurses; eminent men have devoted 
their lives to their organisation—Lord Cave, Lord Knutsford, the 
Earl of Athlone, the late Lord Sandhurst, to mention but four 
contemporaries. And why do men and women do these things ? 
Is it not because they feel that it is all so personal? ‘The hospital 
itself—a living, self-contained organism—cries for personal 
service, where a branch of the Ministry of Health would inevit- 
ably be looked at askance—as another source of extravagance. 
Possibly these “ branches ” would be out of debt, but would 
they keep the esprit de corps, the vigour, the cheerfulness, the 
inspiration of tradition that lie behind the hospitals to-day ? 
Yet their need is desperate, and if the appeal is unsuccessful 
—farewell the voluntary system, with all the fine and noble 
things it stands for. No less than £310,000 has already reached 
the Combined Appeal Headquarters, at 19, Berkeley Street, 
W.1, towards the {500,000 that is needed to “‘ bridge the gap.”

said Lord Grey of Fallodon in his delightful 
recreation at the Harvard Union some 

time ago, “I used to find myself looking forward to 

salmon-fishing in the next March and beginning to spend 

my spare time thinking about it. I lay awake in bed 
fishing in imagination the pools which I was not going to fish 
until March at the earliest, till I felt I was spending too much 
time not in fishing but in looking forward to it. I made it a 
rule, therefore, that I would not fish pools in imagination before 
the first of January.” 

I am glad that I have made no such rule every time I look 
at the water-colours of Mr. Norman Wilkinson, those I mean of 
Scottish salmon rivers—the Ave, Spey, Tummel, Garry, Orchy 
and Tay. Each of the rivers depicted is given its own separate 
individuality in charm of colour and surroundings. Take, for 
instance, the Awe. With the artist’s help you find yourself at 
once in its wild and lovely valley and put behind you all thought 
of the fevered life of cities. He gives you form, colour and the 
sense of solitude. He gives you the general view of this and of 
other salmon rivers and then he gratifies your longing for a closer 
acquaintanceship therewith. There are several views of the 
Awe, of which two are here reproduced ; one not include! here 
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other pictures of Speyside (especially in one of the Bulwark 
Pool) a riot of colour difficult to represent in words, sky blue 
water, banks and braes of pale terra-cotta tints merging into 
“salmon colour,”’ greens of grass and cultivation. They must 
be seen as the artist has seen them. They cannot be described 
without a helpless struggle with inadequate adjectives. Apart 
from colour and surroundings, the angler is made to realise 
by some of the Spey pictures the back-breaking labour faced 
by fishers therein while wading waist-deep in a strong current 
in order to reach the fish. ‘The Grilse-pool’’ reminds him 
not only of Scottish atmosphere and colouring—the water here 
is opalescent—but also of the joys of certain sounds, the cries 
of birds and the splash of a leaping fish. 

In another and outstanding picture, “‘Salmon-leap, Falls 
of Struan,” the artist has essayed to paint the unpaintable, 
and he has very nearly succeeded. Only by a moving and, 
if possible, by a coloured film will it be possible to represent 
adequately, to those who have not had the good fortune 
to see it, one of the finest sights in natural history, the

terrific force of a great cataract of water being circumvented 
by the vigour and graceful vitality of salmon driven by the 


force of instinct, reason—call it what you will—to negotiate the

is of the Casandhu Pool with a fresh-run fish leaping below 
vou and sending vour heart thumping, although you know well 
from experience that such leapers are not taking fish. The 
perspective and “ pull’ of the water are well portrayed. You 
might be looking upon the surface of many a pool which you 
have known and fished in other rivers, but for the colouring. 
The pale blue and mauve tints on the surface of the current are 
unusual, but those, like myself, who have never seen such hues 
retlected on a salmon-pool are doubtless to be pitied, even as 
the old lady was by Turner because she could not see sunsets 
as he painted them. In another water-colour of the Awe 
which is reproduced here, depicting the Disputed Pool, the angler- 
artist is at his best. Black and white do not do justice to this 
wonderful representation of that difficult form of water to depict 

-and to fish—an oily-surfaced, swift-running current. If you 
stand well back from the picture you seem to see not paint or 
artists’ artifice, but water in movement. You wonder where 
the fish lie; whether, fishing from your side, you could achieve 
a long enough cast, and get your line out at the right angle 
to hang your fly in the current, if they lie, as it seems to you 
that they must, on the side from which the angler shown in the 
picture is casting 


Many of his pictures treat of the Spey. One of them is 


here reproduced, a view of the Green and Intake Pools, 
What can be said of these Spey pictures? We find the sur-

obstacle. Perhaps an enterprising company will some day acquire 
merit by producing such a film. The picture shows us a scene 
described by Clough : 


where over a ledge of granite 


Into a granite bason the amber torrent descended . . 
which quotation reminds me of another of Mr. Norman 
Wilkinson’s pictures, “The Kettle Pool, Garry,’”’ not here 
reproduced. The impression of transparency of water is better 


conveyed here than in the “salmon-leap,” and the picture is 
one of the best. An angler is shown with his rod up and, in the 
tail of the pool, a heavy fish heading down-stream and jumping 
just above a rapid. I wonder how far a fisherman can trust 
his memory of such incidents. Do salmon ever leap, head down- 
stream, in a rapid current ? The question occurred to me 
when contemplating the picture. I have since consulted several 
salmon fishers, none of whom can remember having witnessed 
such an incident, but I am reminded of Mr. G. E. M. Skue’s 
dictum, ‘‘ Never believe a thing you are told about fishing 
until you have proved it,’ which, as a maxim for salmon- 
fishers, I should prefer to render: ‘‘ Never disbelieve anything 
you are told about salmon-fishing until you have dis- 
proved it.” 

I have written of the artist’s talent in reminding other 
anglers of the joys of running waters, of deceptively smooth 
rapid currents, of roaring torrents, of atmosphere, of colour, 
and of the sounds and surroundings of their craft. His figures 
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of fishermen are well posed and intent, especially of one by the 
dark waters of the Bridge Pool, Craigellachie. All these— 
scenery, waters, anglers and surroundings—are only accessories 
to the real theme, the salmon, without which the play would 
be without its Hamlet. Mr. Norman Wilkinson’s talent as an 
artist impels him to show us the king of fishes when most beautiful, 
fresh-run, showing his strength and grace of form as he leaps 
clear of the water, a form of leap not beloved by the angler in 
quest of the fish that take. In one picture, ‘‘ Below the Kettle, 


Garry,” there is a very effective touch. A fine stream, well 
depicted. No indication of life save the splash of a running

fish, a very thrilling sight. The greatest moment of all to the 
salmon-fisher, the first feel of a fish securely hooked, cannot 
by the nature of things be portrayed by the artist, but in “ A 
Twenty-five Pounder, Garry’”’ we are given a fine impression 
of another great moment, the mastery over a tired fish, just 
turning over on one side. Mr. Wilkinson has here succeeded 
wonderfully in showing the opal pink tint on a fresh-run fish 
as seen in the water at the moment just preceding the landing 
With that final incident I leave this appreciation of the good 
turn done to me when I am far from the Scottish salmon 
pools by this angler-artist. GEORGE SOUTHCOTE, 
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HE long seventeen windowed front of Padworth (Fig. 1) 
took shape in 1769, but was a transformation from an 
earlier and smaller house, just as that will have been a 
development of some habitation consonant with the little 
belfried and apsidal Norman church with its carved 
portal (Fig. 15) which, grouping with the neighbouring classic 
house, brings to mind the lengthy existence of the spot as a place 
of inhabitance. With the Domesday owner of this chief manor 
of the parish we will not concern ourselves ; but it is interesting 
to note that in Henry III’s time it was owned by that Fulk de 
Cowdray whom we found in possession of Sherborne Cowdray, 
afterwards known as The Vyne (Country Lire, May 14th, 1921).

The house, well environed by fine trees, stands on high ground in the park. which slopes down to the 
River Kennet. 
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At the inquisition held after his death in 1251 it was found 
that he held Padworth of the King under service “‘ to hold a 
rope on the Queen’s Ship when she shall cross between England 
and Normandy.” His son, Sir Peter, fought with Edward I 
against Welsh and Scots until he was over sixty years of age, 
while his son Sir Thomas died in May, 1349, and his widow 
a month later, succumbing, perhaps, to the Black Death which 
was then raging, so that the inquisition that followed his 
death found that “there had been rents from Padworth, but 
that the land was then worth nothing as all the people were dead.” 
In the male line of Cowdray Padworth continued until Peter 
Cowdray, dying in 1528, left three coheiresses, who, in due 
course, parted with their shares. 
_ — It had probably never been a 
rao: home of the Cowdrays, but let 

eee to farming tenants, so that the 
“2. 1 John Littlefield, alias Turner, 
x" : who in 1550 obtained a grant of 
the “‘scite of the Manor of 
Padworth ” for twenty - one 
years, may not have begun his 
occupation at so late a date. 
There, however, he remained 
till his death, and his son, 
George, followed him. They 
gradually bought the whole of 
the estate of the coheiresses, 
so that before 1586 George 
Littlefield was possessed of 
some 1420 acres, for which he 
appearsto have paid no larger 
sum than £420. He, assuredly, 
was a thrifty man with a high 
opinion of the value of money, 
for at his death, in 1603, his 
will disclosed that the sum he 
therein bequeathed to the poor 
of Padworth was fivepence. 
Small men on the make were 
both John and George, who 
lived and died yeomen. 
Whether George’s grandson 
reached gentility does not 
appear, but he had certainly 
discarded the ancestral thrift, 
and, in 1655, began selling in 
parcels the estate which his 
forebears had so laboriously 
built up. Thomas Brightwell, 
the purchaser, was a cadet of 
a Buckinghamshire family 
seated at Chersley. He sought 
and found wealth in the City, 
being described to us as a 
citizen and bowyer of London. 
London still has its Bowyers 
Company, with asmall income 
and no hall. The bows made 
by its members are now, pre- 
sumably, mz/, and will have been 
getting few even in the days of 
the Commonwealth, when 
Thomas Brightwell was of its 
Livery. His first purchase of 
Littlefield lands was a mes- 
suage with 174 acres, and that 
cost him about five times over 
what George Littlefield had 
given for the whole estate

But it was certainly the manor house — which probably the 
Littlefields had rebuilt in the fashion of the day—as we find 
him in 1656 holding a manor court at his house at Padworth. 
The church possesses a cup and paten, the former bearing an 
inscription with date 1664 and stating that it was the gift of 
Thomas Brightwell who in his will bequeaths to the church: 
A silver cupp which I lately bought and a silver plate with my coate 


of Armes thereon engraven for to be used att the Communion. But it 
is my will that it bee still kept att my house, being the Manor House. 


From which it may be gathered that the church had lost its 
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plate during Commonwealth times and that the new owner of 
the manor house had supplied the deficiency, but retained 
possession during his lifetime. His son Samuel, “ of Lincoln’s 
Inn,” succeeded him in 1667, and soon after his wife at Padworth 
writes to him in London as follows : 


Dearest Heart—I hope by this time my letter may greet you at 
london & likewise the box & bundlet and this bundle . I have

daughters. In the library hang portraits, ascribed to 
Hogarth, of Loftus Brightwell and also of his daughter 
Elizabeth, who, living on as a spinster until 1765, was 
the last survivor of the sisters. Two of them had 
married. The elder, Mary, had become the wife of 
Christopher Griffith of Winterbourne in Gloucestershire, 
and by him she had a son, also called Christopher.

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The younger, Anne, wedded Richard Chicheley. 
He was tenth in descent from William Chicheley, 
Sheriff of London and brother to Henry 
Chicheley, a famous fifteenth century church- 
man diplomatist. They were sons of a yeoman 
of Higham Ferrers in Northamptonshire, and 
tradition has it that the future archbishop was 
there noticed by Bishop William of Wykeham 
tending his father’s sheep. His intelligence 
attracted the attention of the great man, who 
undertook his education at his foundations of 
Winchester and New College, Oxford. Whether 
such was in truth his first step on the ladder of 
fortune we cannot be certain, but we know 
well that opportunity to climb did come to him 
and that he took full advantage of it. The 
church preferment which came amply to him 
was of the kind that gave him means rather than 
occupation and so he had time for diplomacy, 
his first foreign mission being one to Pope 
Innocent VII in 1405. ‘Three years later, when 
he was about fifty-five years of age, he was made 
Bishop of St. Davids, but continued in the 
counsels of Henry IV, at the close of whose 
reign he became Archbishop of Canterbury. As 
such Shakespeare brings him on the scene in the 
first act of “‘ Henry V,” advising the young King 
that his claim to the throne of France is good 
and speaking words more fitted for a soldier than 
for a priest: 


Stand for your own; unwind your bloody flag. 
— 


He crossed channel with the invading force, and 
it was only after Henry V’s death in 1522 that he 
gave himself over to the concerns of the primacy 
and to the founding of All Soul’s College, Oxford, 
which dates from six years before his death in 
1443. Hehad probably accumulated considerable 
wealth which, added to that of his brother 
William, made the latter’s descendants rich and 
influential Cambridgeshire landowners, seated 
at Wimpole. Thus Thomas Chicheley, succeed- 
ing to a fine property, rehoused himself before 
the Civil War blazed out in 1642 and brought 
disaster to many on the Royalist side. ‘Thomas 
Chicheley, with purse already shrunk by build- 
ing operations, had to pay heavy composition 
for the return of his sequestered estates, and his 
‘* generous ”’ mode of living after the Restoration 
of 1660 led to the sale of Wimpole in 1686. Yet 
he had added to his income by office, being a 
colleague of Pepys at the Navy Board. He 
became a Commissioner for Ordnance in 1664, 
and as such we hear from Pepys how he came 
the next year to Sir William Coventry with the 
news of “‘ the ill success of the guns made for the 
Loyall. London ; which is that in the trial every- 
one of the great guns, the whole canon of 
Seven (as I take it) broke in pieces, which is a 
strange mishap.” ‘The “‘ mishap” was not set 
against Chicheley, who was promoted to be 
Master-General of the Ordnance and given a 
knighthood in 1770. Four years later he resigned 
the office in favour of his son Sir John, the 
father-in-law of Anne Brightwell. The squander- 
ing of the family fortune reduced Richard 
Chicheley to moderate means; but the spirit of 
past grandeur survived in the habit of gathering 
together quite a crowd of portraits of several 
generations of the family, and many of these are 
now at Padworth. To Richard and his wife a 
daughter and heiress, Anne, was born, and in 
due course she was married to her cousin, the 
son of Christopher Griffith and Mary Bright- 
well. By this joining of the only issue of Loftus 
Brightwell’s children the disrupted Padworth 
property was reunited and some Chicheley pos- 
sessions, including the portraits, were added. 
But the Brightwell race came to anend. Anne 
Chicheley, the first wife of Christopher Griffith 
the younger, gave himason, indeed, before 1758, 
when she “‘ Compleated a short but most amiable 
Life of Innocence and Goodness in the 2ot 
year of herage.” But the boy died, it is said by 
drowning, at the age of ten. And no children 
were born to Christopher by his second 
wife, Catherine, daughter of Sir William St

Quintin of Scampston in Yorkshire. Nevertheless, about one 
year after the death of his son, and ten years after the com- 
mencement of his second and issueless marriage, Christopher 
Griffith, who had by then succeeded his father, the elder 
Christopher, decided on the reconstruction and enlargement 
of his house, the plans and elevation for which (Fig. 14) are 
dated 1769. They are signed by John Hobcroft, an architect 
of whom we know nothing more than that he was also responsible 
for the contemporary and somewhat similar house of the Mounts 
at Wasing, which lies a few miles west of Padworth. The 
tradition that he was draftsman to Robert Adam and, with him, 
concerned in the building of Bradfield Hall, some five miles 
north of Padworth, appears to rest on no documentary founda- 
tion. Certainly there is no reference to it in Mr. Arthur 
Bolton’s exhaustive work on “The Architecture of Robert and 
James Adam” which has just been published, and contains 
practically all that can be known about the brothers. The plan 
of Padworth is drawn partly in outline and partly cross-hatched. 
The latter certainly represents the walls which he left standing, 
and from this we judge that he did not greatly alter the 
eastern section, but remodelled the centre and added a new

western section. Yet, he so far re-fronted and re-windowed the 
whole building as to make it an entirely symmetrical house of 
his own age, that is, of the time when Robert Adam was leading 
English architecture. ‘The severity of the exterior is more than 
Georgiin, and it is only the dignity of mass and the satisfying 
repose arising from a right spacing of the parts that saves the 
building from dulness. On either elevation it takes the form of a 
three-storeyed block (of which the central third is slightly 
projected and pedimented), flanked by end blocks of very nearly 
the same width, but of much less height. ‘The main entrance 
is on the south side (Fig. 13), direct into the staircase hall, 
which is of about the same size as the corresponding space 
on the north side, designed for a saloon, but now used as 
a dining-room, the dining-room of Hobcroft’s plan being 
placed, in true eighteenth century fashion, as far as possible 
from the kitchen, the one occupying the north-west and the 
other the south-east corner. Reticence was observed in the 
interior decorations except for the hall (Fig. 2), which, with its 
arcadings and stuccowork, is pleasantly elaborated. As noted 
on the plan, it measures 26ft. by 2oft. and the stairway sweeps 
round three sides of it, a break in the risers occurring in the

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centre of the south side and affording 
a low, flat-ceiled porch entrance. The 
three-arched and vaulted north section 
is repeated above as a gallery, the fluted 
columns being in either case topped by 
somewhat original capitals and sections 
of entablature. 

There is very good plasterwork in 
the Adam manner on ceiling and walls. 
The ground floor sections of the latter 
are plain, the only detail below the 
broad enriched frieze or string-course 
that runs at mid-floor height being 
the ribboned medallions occupying the 
spandrels of the arcading (Fig. 3).

have central niches and side panels with 
well chosen and well placed enrichment 
in the manner devised by Robert Adam 
for the music room at Harewood. The 
wrought-iron hand rail and the central 
lantern give completeness to a refined 
scheme that is a setting for interesting 
family portraits and furniture. Among 
the former, and well seen in one of the 
illustrations (Fig. 3), are Gainsborough’s 
representations of the younger 
Christopher Griffith and his second 
wife,to whose joint effort and care we 
owe the house and much of its contents.

to attribute the charming hooded china cabinets on baluster 
legged stands (Fig. 4) to a refurnishing of the old house 
by Loftus Brightwell about the middle period of his 
sixty years of ownership? As that did not end till 1738, 
he may also have acquired one or more of the unusual 
pieces in the hall which convert so readily from day to 


night use. Here we have a settee, in the curved line of its 
back not dissimilar to a “love seat” at the Victoria and 
Albert Museum and, like it, dating from about 1730. But 


the close observer at once notices that in the Padworth example 
the back is thick and box-like, and hinges are perceptible on the 
side, even in the illustration (Fig. 7). The very short cabriole legs, 
moreover, support a deep front rail, that shows signs of cleavage 
from the sides. The front, indeed, pulls right out (Fig. 8), while 
the back lifts and is supported, tester fashion, there being room 
behind it to store a thin mattress that completes a couch such as 
might yield welcome sleep to a tired visitor whom the eighteenth 
century habit of riding to a distant neighbour and drinking deep 
might find benighted in a house where bedroom accommodation 





was scanty. Furniture to supply the deficiency might be of a 
very sumptuous kind, such as the settee of the splendid “ ribbon 
back ”’ set at Nostell Priory, dating from about 1755, which settee 
stretches its seat out for a bed at will, as is shown in an illustration 
in Mr. Macquoid’s “‘ History of Furniture.” Of that date, but of 
much more modest type as regards the carving of its single back 
is a non-convertible day-bed at Padworth (Fig.11). As with the 
Nostell example, it retains the original sacking and roping that 
supported and made springy the mattress, and thus afforded a 
somewhat softer sleeping place than a very ingenious pair of 
convertible winged armchairs, which also stand in the Padworth 
Hall. As chairs (Fig. 5) they are thoroughly efficient and are 
good in line, although evidence of their convertibility is not 
wanting in the form of hinges and bolts. But the happenings, 
when these hinges and bolts serve their purpose, are rather 
unexpected. A support comes forward from the back which 
enables it to be lowered, while the upper section of the seat 
turns over, carrying with it the arms which now serve the 
purpose of the front legs of the extended piece (Fig. 6).

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Passing through the centre doorway of the hall arcade we 
enter the room which the architect calls saloon, and which is of 
the same length, but 2ft. wider than the hall. What the plan 
shows as cupboards to the housekeeper’s room are now arched 
recesses in this room, and in one of them is a door permitting of 
easy service from pantry and kitchen. Thus it serves excellently 
as a modern dining-room (Fig. 10), but the get-up and furniture 
have the full flavour of the day when Christopher Griffith the 
younger established himself in his enlarged home. His first wife 
is remembered by portraits of the Chicheleys, but here also is a 
presentment of the second wife’s brother, Sir William St. 
Quintin. Dining-room furniture will have been acquired for 
the large new room at the west end of the house which, as first 
designed, was for eating purposes and a trifle larger than the 
saloon. Among such furniture, now in the present dining-room, 
may well have been the side table and pedestal illustrated 
(Figs. 9 and 12). The latter is one of a pair flanking a fine 7ft. 
long sideboard of the same date, the whole trio occupying the 
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centre of the wall opposite to the chimneypiece. The height 
of the pedestals indicates that they were not intended as the 
bases of the urn-shaped knife boxes that so habitually accom- 
panied sideboards in the Adam period, but as stands for lamps 
or candelabra forming ftorchéres. The enriched disc was 
evidently the Adam motif which especially recommended itself 
to Christopher Griffith and his architect. It appears on the 
chimneypiece of this room as well as on the pieces of furniture 
illustrated. Its use in halves and quarters as a valance to the 
side table frame is very individual. 

More even than for its architecture, Padworth is interesting 
for its contents, marking the accretions of a family all through 
the eighteenth century when English furniture passed through 
various phases but showed throughout good design, excellent 
craftsmanship and careful selection of material. Other of its 
rooms and their contents will therefore appear next week, as 
well as illustrations of several of the fine pieces of silver plate 
that are gathered there.

What people will want to know, I suppose, is exactly in 
what respect the Americans are better than our players. It 
is not in the driving. Our people drove very well, on the whole 
both far and sure. Nor is it, I think, in the long iron shots 
up to the pin. They were beaten on the green and in the shorter 
pitching shots up to it. As regards the pitching, I am not sure 
whether, had the match been played on our side, there would 
have been the same disparity. The Americans have made a 
deep study of the pitch with the ribbed club, and they use it 
with magnificent effect. The gain of using these clubs may not 
be great in any one shot, but it is cumulative. Because the 
ball can be made to come almost backwards after it pitches, 
American courses are bunkered accordingly. The “ traps” 
(one soon comes to use this word quite naturally) are put very 
close to the hole, and the ball must be made to stop quickly. 


In this stroke we were, in my judgment, fairly and squarely 
beaten. I hope it is not ungenerous to mention the ribbed 
clubs. I certainly do not mean to be, because I am full of admira- 
tion of the way in which the American amateurs have studied 
and mastered this art. They play a slow, swinging stroke 
with a lofted club, letting the club do the work, and they play 
it with wonderful accuracy. It must be difficult to learn, 
because it requires a great deal of control and must be played 
leisurely and smoothly. It is so utterly unlike what we have 
been taught to regard as the right way of playing a back-spin 
shot that at first it seems unattractive, but afterwards, when 
one comes to understand the art of it, it is a pleasure to 
watch. 

As to the Americans’ putting there can be no two opinions 
about that; it was collectively and individually splendid. 
They expect to hole and they do hole putts that we only think 
about laying dead. Mr. Guilford, Mr. Ouimet, Mr. Fownes, 
and, nay, they are one and all, very fine putters. It is very hard 
to say exactly in what their superiority consists. They stand 
still and they hit the ball truly. What more is there to say ? 
It is certainly nothing to do with any particular form of putter. 
As far as I know only two out of the eight used anything after 
the Schenectady pattern, and of these two, one was Mr. Chick 
Evans, whose putting is the weakest joint in his harness. Mr. 
Ouimet and Mr. Guilford are peculiarly interesting, because 
Mr. Ouimet is the master and Mr. Guilford the pupil who has 
copied his manner exactly. Both hold the club at the very 
top of the shaft, with rather a light, caressing grip. They both 
have their elbows conspicuously bent. It is not exactly a graceful 
attitude, but the swing of the pendulum is so true, the actual 
blow struck so full of rhythm, that the general effect produced is 
graceful in the extreme. 

I have a theory, for what it may be worth, that American 
putting is better than ours because it is learned and practised 
on better greens. The greens are so perfectly true and generally 
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of so easy a pace that the player need never get frightened of 
them. He never need get into the fatal habits of pecking and 
poking at his putts, such as we are apt to acquire on slippery or 
rough greens. Therefore, he does not lose that one absolute 
essential, a free movement of the club. I believe it is easier 
to learn a good stroke at lawn tennis on a hard court rather than 
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on grass, since, with the ball always bounding truly, the player 
has nothing to think of but swinging his racket—he need not 
watch too anxiously the bound of the ball. Similarly, on these 
true, slow greens, the golfer knows that if he delivers his stroke 
properly, the ball will do the rest. Whether my theory is right 
or not, the American practice is unquestionably so. 





WEATHE 


T has always struck me as regrettable that ‘‘ weathercock ” 
has become a term of disapproval when applied to a man 
or woman, implying that the person so designated is 
vacillating and foolish. For your real weathercock is 
a sublime object, a king of household fowls (howbeit a 
gilded puppet) raised far above our mundane purposefulness. 
Out in all weathers, it ever turns its face towards trouble, and, 
communing intimately with every wind, no matter how softly 
it whisper or whether it blusters by in impatient gusts, it is a 
faithful spy upon that deceitful god who orders our outgoing 
and staying in. 

On a summer’s evening with what great content we are 
filled, perceiving the cock gaze placidly southwards. When

the storms of winter rattle the casements and hurl the spoil 
of the woods thick upon the garden, and poor scurrying leaves 
away from their mother-tree, how gallantly does the cock 
battle with the elements, pivoting gamely about to receive each 
fresh buffet of Boreas ! 

It is said that Andronicus of Cyrrhus, an astronomer 
whose name, like the heroes’, is perpetuated in the clouds, set 
up a wind vane in the shape of a Triton upon his horologium 
at Athens in 100 B.C., now spoken of as the Tower of the Winds ; 
but it cannot have been the first of the race. ‘The vane in shape 
of a cock, however, has been traced to Saxon parentage, and when 
good Augustine converted them to Christianity in England 
they would set up a wedercoc above their churches and other

that when men came to adorn their castles they substituted 
for perishable banners metal ones after the manner of weather- 


cock was appropriately elated upon the cathedral of a saint cocks. There is a twelfth century representation of Canterbury 


who is popularly believed to have considerable influence in 


determining the weather—at 
Winchester, in 1000 A.D. And 
it seems that, by an association 
of ideas, they came to be re- 
garded as religious symbols— 
the custom of placing them 
upon towers and _ steeples 
remaining for a time peculiar to 
England, whence Edward III 
carried the practice to Nor- 
mandy. Not that the French 
lacked girouettes, but they were 
in other forms than cocks, and 
not upon churches. 

Another position in which 
vanes are occasionally to be 
seen, though they are not wind 
indicators, is upon the hori- 
zontal projection at the base 
of oast-house cowls in Kent. 
There is a farm at Lamber- 
hurst on which the Kentish 
Horse makes a pretty symbol 
of the excellence of the hops 
roasted within. 

Early in the decline of 
chivalry to ancestor worship, 
from being a living force into 
a dead science, the lively cock 
fell into desuetude, in favour 
of fanes and pennons upon 
the castle keeps and even upon 
spires. Not that his sup- 
planters were of upstart birth, 
being, if anything, of even 
higher ancestry than himself, 
and of a nautical descent. 
The fane or streamer, still 
familiar at the masthead of 
ships, was the primitive means 
of ascertaining the direction of 
the wind, and it was natural

Cathedral surmounted by such a metal banner. Chaucer, in 


the Clerk of Oxford’s Tale, 
charges the populace with 
being “‘chaunginge as a 
vane,’ and in 1425 there is 
a reference in Kennet to a 
place cum i ventilogiis viz 
vanys de Tyn ; showing that 
the custom, very prevalent in 
Tudor times, of which the 
multi-gabled mansions gave 
opportunity for a numerous 
disposition of vanes (e.g., 
Hampton Court: “‘a Vayn 
serving for the stone typis at 
the gabull end ”’), was already 
common by 1400. ‘These 
vanes seem‘ to have been 
painted, for in an account of 
the marriage of Prince Arthur 
to Catharine of Aragon a red 
lion rampant is mentioned as 
“holdyng a vane empeynted 
with the armys of Englond,” 
while the accounts of an Oxford 
College mention, in 1574, 
“Coloring the beasts and 
vanes . . . With good colors 
and oyles.” 

Just as frequently, how- 
ever, they were pierced and 
gilt, either with the crest or 
monogram of the owner in a 
manner well known to the 
most unobservant. A German 
example at the Victoria and 
Albert Museum is a pretty 
piece of ironwork, and illus- 
trates a cross between the 
vane and the cock, being 
placed to the side of the spindle, 
but not in the form of a 
banner. Sir Edwin Lutyens 
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designed a vane at the Deanery 
Garden, Sonning, in a similar 
spirit. There the Dean is 
seen, begowned and bewigged, 
arguing with a chair whence 
the occupant has fled. With 
the growth of Palladianism 
in architecture pinnacles and 
gables themselves became out 
of date, and there seems to 
have been a lull in the con- 
struction of vanes. But the 
weathercock, pertinacious as 
ever, remained. 

One, the Great Auk of 
its species, hailing from 
France, is now shown at the 
Victoria and Albert Museum. 
He is in all three dimensions 
and lavishly emplumed at 
that. The realism of the later 
seventeenth and eighteenth 
centuries was inclined to favour 
three-dimensional vanes, and 
the excellent wyvern on the 
pinnacle of St. Mary-le-Bow 
Church has an inflated body. 
There are vanes to be seen 
on a number of other 
City churches as well. St. 
Ethelburga’s, Bishopsgate 
Street, has one dated 1671, 
mounted upon excellent iron- 
work. Lambeth Palace, too, 
has a very elaborate one 
which includes a mitre in its 


design. 
The last word in such 
things, though, was not 
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erected until 1780, when a 
model frigate, 1oft. long and 
full rigged, called the Rodney, 
was placed above Rochester 
Guild Hall, where it remains 
to this day. Within the 
hull, in a weather-tight com- 
partment, have been placed 
records of its repairing and 
the names of the councillors 
who directed its restoration. 
There is an erroneous report 
about that it was put up by 
Sir Cloudesley Shovel in 
1708, but the entries in the 
Council’s proceedings con- 
clusively prove it was not, 
and seafaring men are not 
doubtful about her rig—as of 
the late eighteenth century. 

In modern times the cult 
of the weathercock has 
revived, and there are many 
examples of work to be 
found that are excellent. ‘The 
ship, too, has been used as a 
vane with some frequency. A 
caravel graces the pinnacle of the 
Municipal College, Portsmouth, 
while Mr. Starkie Gardner 
modelled Columbus’ flagship. 
mounted on lusty ironwork, 
to surmount the Astor Estate 
Office on the Embankment. It 
is a healthy sign that architects 
do not despise capping their 
designs with such objects or 
with that light-hearted, if 
grotesque, fowl. CAE 


ANATOLE FRANCE AT HOME 


HE next best thing to meeting Anatole France in 

the flesh is to read the very charming book about him 

written by Paul Gsell and translated into English by 

Frederic Lees—Anatole France and His Circle (John 

Lane, The Bodley Head). Anatole France has certainly 
found his Boswell in Monsieur Paul Gsell, and he makes a fine 
subject for the sort of ana that the public like to read about 
favourite and distinguished men. Anatole France is proud 
of being a Frenchman, hence the adoption of France as a surname, 
but he is something more ; he belongs to that select company 
who write because they love human nature and its manifesta- 
tions. He is as quick as was Sir Walter Scott or Cervantes 
to pick up any amusing oddity of character, and he has in 
writing the faculty associated with a good cartoonist of grasping 
at once some central feature. It may be good or it may be 
bad ; he does not sit in judgment on that. What he likes is 
the something that makes an individuality. You take his 
Joséphine, the wise and worthy old stewardess who read the 
visiting cards handed her by dukes, marquesses, generals, 
academicians, bankers and Ministers without in the slightest 
degree being impressed by them. 

** Is the Master at home?” she would be asked. 

““'The Master? The Master ?”’ she would repeat in a muttering 
tone. ‘‘ Why do you call him the Master? He’s master only of his 
soup, when he eats it, and even then only when it’s in his mouth.” 

These piquant remarks she would mumble between her gold- 
stopped teeth. 

There are so many good things in the book that the diffi- 
culty is to select those short enough for quotation ; for instance, 
one loves the excellent Sims, the bookseller of the Rue de Seine, 
who had two equally laudable passions: good old authors 
and the generous wines of France, so that it was difficult to 
understand just at once when he talked of an extraordinary 
discovery ‘“‘ whether he is speaking of dusty old bottles or an 
exceedingly rare incunabulum.” Another habit arose out of 
his disregard of personal appearance. He could not wear his 
clothes in the way that man or nature had ordained : 

On rising in the morning he takes his clothes from a stool hap- 
hazard. And thus it happens that he first puts on his coat, then his 
shirt, then his waistcoat, and finally, on the top of everything, his 


flannel garment. ‘‘ What matter,’’ says he, ‘‘ provided they are all 
there? Am I not just as warm? ”’ 


The story of the cold in his head makes one long to see the 
shop, so chock-full of books that he had been obliged to pile 
many of them on the end of his bed. ‘The inconvenience of 
this could only have arisen in the case of one who was an idolater 
of books. He had brought a large parcel to this fully crammed 
room one night, and so many were on the bed that he could not 
find room on which to deposit himself. 

Fortunately the head of the bed was near the window and the window 
looked on to the roof. So he could contrive nothing better than to 
open the casement and drag the mattress just a little towards the spout. 
And having done this, good old Sims, with his body in the room and 
his head outside, slept like a child. 

Alas, in the middle of the night a furious storm broke and all the 
cataracts of heaven descended on his head! ‘‘ Ah! so that is how 
you have caught a cold?” I said. ‘‘ Do you think so?” he exclaimed. 

There is little that Anatole France cannot laugh at, and 
many of his most amusing anecdotes are connected with his 
work at the Academy. At one of the meetings they were 
defining the word anneau—tring, under the presidency of the 
Duc de Broglie. By a majority of votes the following definition 
was adopted—* Ring, a piece of metal circular in form.” 

“* Smoke ring,”’ I whispered insidiously. 

These words caused some confusion. 
in with assurance : 

“Well, we will put: ‘ by catachresis : 

“ Catachresis ’’ appeared sublime. 

As an example someone cited : ‘‘ Saturn’s ring.” 

‘** Astronomers have discovered several,” I pointed out. 
ought, therefore, to write: Saturn’s rings.” 

“No,” was the reply, “‘ it is customary to say: Saturn’s ring ; 
and our part is but to ratify usage. So much the worse for your 
astronomers.” 

The story ends with a bit of Rabelaisianism. 

A more serious interest is attached to what we are told 
of the methods of Anatole France. ‘The chapter was written 
when he was about to publish “ Jeanne d’Arc,”’ and his Boswell 
says : 


But a grammarian broke 


smoke ring.” ”’ 


“One 


It had cost him twenty years’ work . . Every page had 
been corrected, remodelled, cut up with scissors. 

Such is the Master’s method. 

On looking at his manuscripts, one is amazed to see what labour 
has been expended on that apparent ease and unconstrained grace. 
It is a fine lesson for literary apprentices. 

He multiplied the corrections, interpolated phrases, arranged 
fresh transitions, cut up his sheets until they resembled a puzzle, pu 








at the beginning what was at the end, at the top what was at the bottom, 
and fixed the whole together with the gum-brush. 

Certain parts, already set up by the printer, had been rewritten, 
then recomposed eight to ten times in proof. 
That was his way, but he was highly appreciative of those who 
extemporise without all this labour of polishing, yet his criticism 
is very sound. Dreyfous was one day explaining to him the 
adoration of Michelet for Joan. He dreamt of her, saw and 
heard her, and Dreyfous related that one day when passing 
through Rouen he saw the aged Michelet sitting on a post at 
the base of the big tower where Joan had been a captive. His 
eyes were filled with tears. ‘“‘ ‘ She is there,’ he replied, pointing 
to the tower. Then, suddenly, as though awakening, he 
exclaimed : ‘ Oh, pardon me, mon ami, my head was wander- 
ing.’”’ Anatole France made the dry comment : 


‘“‘ | like that anecdote, for it depicts our good Michelet completely. 
When writing history he deliberately guided himself by hallucinations.” 


The chapters headed ‘‘ Professor Brown in Search of the 
Secret of Genius” had a wide publicity at the time they 
appeared. Here is a fine verbal picture of the sage in his study. 
We give it literally for fear of taking some of the charm out of it : 

To the young writers and old friends who come to enjoy his con- 
versation, he preaches his indulgent philosophy in a somewhat slow 
and nasal tone of voice. 

And never did sacred orator display so much unction in recom- 
mending belief as France does in condemning superstition. 

His sallies are so much the more deadly as his voice is more in- 

different. When he seems to be talking to himself, when he hazards 
some remark or other in a wholly inoffensive tone, looking the while 
at the tips of his fur-topped, bishop’s purple list-slippers, he is then 
most redoubtable ; and suddenly his black eyes dart like two sword- 
points. 
He is very catholic in his likings, as witness his respect and 
that of the other Parnassians for Victor Hugo. Renan’s descrip- 
tion of him was that he was as stupid as the Himalayas. When 
the Parnassians were founding their review they thought that 
it would be good to ask Victor Hugo (then in exile at Guernsey) 
for a preface in the form of a letter, and the idea was enthusiasti- 
cally endorsed and the request forwarded. A few days after- 
wards came back an extraordinary epistle : 

‘* Young men, I am the Past; you are the Future. I am but a 
leaf ; you are the Forest. I am but a candle; you are the rays of the 
Sun. I am but an ox; you are the wise men of the East. I am but 
a brook ; you are the Ocean. I am but a mole-hill ; you are the Alps. 
I am but eer 

And so on to the extent of four big pages, signed Victor Hugo. 


Catulle Mendés thought it was an odious hoax, but Juliette 
Drouet on being appealed to confirmed the genuineness of the 
letter; indeed, she was quite astonished at any doubt being 
felt, ‘‘ for, she said, his genius in those four pages stared one 
in the face.” 

There is in the book a fine discourse on words which we 
should like to reproduce in full, but must be content with 
the following quotation which could never have been written 
by anyone who did not mingle love of letters, that is, words, 
with love of his country. 

The words rire and pleurer have not the same meaning in French 
as in other languages, because no man elsewhere has laughed as Moliére, 
Regnard or Beaumarchais laughed ; no woman has wept as such or 
such a great French amoureuse has wept: Mlle. de Lespinasse, for 
example. 

A chapter of great excellence is that entitled ‘ Anatole 
France at Rodin’s, or the Luncheon at Meudon.” Among 
other things it contains a delightful sketch of Rose, the sculptor’s 
old helpmate who sat with him at table and during a meal 
rose many times, carried away the dirty things, and trotted off 
to the kitchen to get clean plates. In her time she had been a 
woman of fascinating beauty. The great sculptor placed 
before his distinguished literary guest a big dish of rabbit and 
himself picked out the bits of bacon to put them on Anatole 
France’s plate, out of courtesy to the guest he desired to honour. 
There is a touch in that which Boswell could not have excelled. 
After coffee they went into the garden and walked to the edge 
of a slope whence the eye could take in the whole of Paris, a 
beautiful view it was, but often under a gigantic veil of smoke 
which gave rise to the following interchange of ideas : 

‘“Was it so difficult,” said France, ‘to keep these loathsome 
factories at a distance from the city? Is it not an absurdity to allow 
the air of Paris to be continually poisoned by the tall chimneys which 
encircle it? Is this not an odious sacrilege against so beautiful a city ? ” 

Ropix. ‘‘ Our epoch, in which money reigns, tolerates the worst 
outrages on the right of all to health and also to beauty. It infects 
and defiles everything. It kills Imagination! It kills Imagination !”’ 

France. ‘ But Imagination is always reanimated. And perhaps 
it will have its revenge? Perhaps, soon, it will form another society 
ess basely utilitarian and less disdainful of the mind.” 

Anatole France cuts a fine figure in these memoirs. Elegant, 
scholarly and ironical, he surveys himself and his surroundings 
with a clear eye and a mind that works with an exactitude that 
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reminds us of some of the extraordinarily fine machines invented 
during the war, delicately exact to the smellest fraction of 
an inch. P. A. G, 


a On, by Lord Ernest Hamilton. (Hodder and Stoughton, 
Ss. 

LORD ERNEST HAMILTON strikes many interesting notes in his 
history, none more so than the story of the introduction to Harrow 
of the famous song from which the book takes its title. The incident 
occurred at his first house singing, the first house singing of the term. 
During the holidays John Farmer had written a new school song with 
which he was much in love. As soon as the last new boy had been 
dismissed he turned to the piano with ill-concealed excitement and 
said that he had got something new for the boys. 

“ He struck a single chord, which at that time meant nothing to 
us, but which to-day brings every Harrovian to his feet as surely as 
the opening notes of the National Anthem. And then, in his rich 
baritone voice, he sang : 

“*Forty years on, when afar and asunder 
Parted are those who are singing to-day, 
When we look back and forgetfully wonder 
What we were like in our work and our play, 
Then it may be there will often come o’er you 
Glimpses of notes like the catch of a song, 
Visions of boyhood will float then before you, 
Echoes of dreamland shall bear them along.’ ” 
That was how the famous Harrow song was introduced to the school. 
A very different interest is aroused by his verbal sketch of his great- 
grandfather, the “Old Marquis,” who had inherited Bentley Priory, 
Stanmore, where he had entertained William Pitt and all the bucks of 
the eighteenth century. He was addicted to a display of magnificence 
and luxury which would be thought vulgar and ridiculous in our time, 
but came naturally enough to the age in which he lived. 

“The housemaids who made his bed had to wear kid gloves, 
and the footmen had to dip their hands in a bowl of rose-water before 
handing him a dish. His second wife had to be ennobled by Pitt 
before he would condescend to marry her. Both at the Priory and at 
Hampden House, Green Street, he entertained in the most sumptuous 
and extravagant fashion. On one occasion, at a reception at the London 
house, the guests on arrival found him surrounded by a bodyguard 
of young ladies of fashion all clad alike in classical costume, and so 
scantily that some of the guests fairly gasped.” 

In order to illustrate still further the variety of interest in this 
book, we take the revolution in grouse shooting accomplished by George 
Scott, who took temporary charge of the shooting arrangements after 
his brother Walter, one of the most lovable of the family, had met his 
death while deer-stalking. George Scott had familiarised himself 
with each individual moor and understood the flight of the grouse 
better than any of his contemporaries. Indeed, they laughed with 
scorn when he swept away the old lines of butts and erected new lines 
in strange and unlikely looking positions. Their scoffing ended after 
the first drives. ‘‘ The birds came sailing unexpectedly 
out of the blue straight over the new lines of butts at which so many 
fingers of scorn had been pointed.’”’ He had done more than that. 
Heather was burned ; where the ground was too damp it was surface- 
drained and other steps taken to protect the birds. Entries began to 
figure in the game-book which were far and away beyond the imagina- 
tion of those who had shot under the old dispensation. 

“The climax was reached in-1911. In that year, eight guns, 
of whom one was a schoolboy with a single 16-bore gun, shot 2,523 
grouse in seven drives on the Roan Fell, a beat which, in old days, 
had always been condemned as ‘ completely useless.’ This wonderful 
bag might very easily have been increased by 300 brace, had any special 
efforts been made to establish a record.”” The bags increased annually 
till in 1912 the Buccleuch moors in Scotland yielded over forty thousand 
grouse, whereas in earlier times forty brace a day was about the 
average number. 

These extracts give a fair idea of the many interests that are touched 
upon in this autobiography of one who has led an adventurous and 
variegated life. Particularly interesting are his many references to 
the great house of Buccleuch. 





Hungry Hearts, by Anzia Yezierska. (T. Fisher Unwin, 7s. 6d.) 
THERE is something in these stories of Jewish emigrants from Eastern 
Europe during their first difficult years in New York which suggests that 
the career of the author, who must have lived under these conditions 
to be so fully aware of al! they imply and who yet has preserved her 
ability to look at them with the artist’s detachment, promises to be rarely 
interesting. Miss Yezierska’s note is rather a tragic one, not tragedy on a 
grand scale, but the tragedy of broken hopes for everyday happinesses 
such as that of “‘ The Lost Beautifulness,’”’ where Hanneh Hayyeh, 
palpitating with pride over her newly painted kitchen, finds her rent 
raised beyond her means by the landlord whose property her toil has 
improved, or that of the mother in ‘“‘ The Fat of the Land,’’ whose 
children succeed in life and learn to be ashamed of her. Two or three 
of the women with their extraordinary Hebrew eagerness and fire, their 
simplicity and their v.vid life demanding its due share of the 
world’s good things, are creations, or transcriptions, of which the most 
accomplished novelist might be proud.

THE PARTRIDGE’S DAILY ROUND. 
To THE Epiror. 
Sir,—Some_ remarks in your ‘ Shooting 
Notes ” in Country Lire of August 19, re the 
above, interested me extremely. Two years 
ago the daily movement of twenty partridges 
interested me very much, and I had them under 
observation for some time—from tiny chicks 
. till they were full grown and I am afraid shot 
in any case they vanished. There were 





two broods, and when 
too young to wander far 
they were always to be 
found in the paddock 
below my house, but 
as they grew older the 
whole party would come 
up the lane very early 
in the morning, cro-s 
between my house and 
the farmhouse, creep 
under a_ gate, cross a 
small paddock, to a gate 
at the further’ end, 
under this, finally reach- 
ing a small open wood of 
beech trees. Here they 
remained all day, at night 
creeping through a 
thorn hedge, thus reach- 
ing again the paddock in 
which they were hatched. 
Why they made the 
round I could never 
make out, as they could 
have reached the wood 
with no trouble at all by 
passing through the 
hedge in the early morn- 
ing—unless, perhaps, the 
long lane and the short 
bon grass of the small pad- 

< dock were not so wet 
: ; with dew as the grass 
close to the hedge. As 
soon as the young birds 
could fly the routine was 
altered. The wall of 
my garden is very high 
indeed, with a wide, smooth slate coping 
on top, and it was my joy to watch the 
partridges come one after the other up the 
lane and fly on to this coping, where they 
would lie and sun themselves for about half 
an hour, then fly down on to the lawn, feed slowly 
across this, and then fly up on a 5ft. stone wall 
on the other side of the garden. ‘They would 
sit here for a few minutes. If anyone came past 
they would drop silently back into the garden 
and take cover at once. If not, they flew 
one by one, and separately, across the small 
paddock into the wood. When __ shooters 
were about they would come back to the 
sft. wall and sit tight unless disturbed. Un- 
fortunately I left the place in charge of the 
farmer while I was away that autumn and I am 
afraid that he found out the ways of my par- 
ticular partridges, for 
when I returned they 
had vanished and with 
them three splendid 
cock pheasants which 
always came and fed 
with the hens. It is, 
I believe, very unusual 
for partridges to sit 
much on walls, but on 
the same farm there 
was another covey that 
would perch upon a 
wall close to a hay field 
and were always much 
in evidence. Perhaps 
they learnt to do this, 
as in this way they 
could have a good out- 
look over the country. 
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THE STATUE OF 
WILLIAM III AT 
HULL. 


To THE Epiror. 
Sir,—Since the British 
Association is now 
meeting at Hull it 
may not be amiss to 
draw attention to what 
is probably the most 
interesting work of art in 
the town, Scheemaker’s 
statue of William III. 
Its history is curious 
enough. In the year 
1733 the Corporation of 
Bristol determined to 
erect a bronze equestrian 
statue of the Deliverer, 
and approached the two 
leading sculptors of 
the day, John Michael 


Rysbrack and Peter Scheemaker, both of whom 
agreed to submit models to the Committee. 
We do not know how long Scheemaker took 
to execute his model, but Rysbrack’s was 
‘begun May 1, 1733 and finisht in Clay, 
horse & man, & cast in plaster of Paris & sett 
up in his workhouse on Aug. 1,”* according 
to Vertue, who adds in his private notebook, 
‘“much approv'd on, & by the Criticks skilfull 
in that art thought to be the best statue ever 
made in England.”’ ‘The model was chosen, 
and Rysbrack’s statue was cast in bronze and 
erected in Queen’s Square, Bristol, in 1735. 
Rysbrack had not only won, but deserved the 
prize of £1,800, and such was the public 
interest aroused by his work that he was 
honoured by a visit from Queen Caroline, 
*“to see his works, & especially the equestrian 
statue of K. William in brass that is to be sett 
up in Bristol, also the Busts of Marble of 
Kings and Queens done lately by him to adorn 
ome palace. Upon her seeing the cast of 
K. James I face she turn’d about & said, 
* Fi, il me semble 4 une boureau (sic), I won't 
have that done,’ she said. One may guess she 
forgot from whence her succession came.” 
Scheemaker’s statue meanwhile was not for- 
gotten. Though not equal to Rysbrack’s, it was 
vet so fine a work of art that the Corporation of 
Bristol, with a liberality worthy of the second 
city of England, voted him ‘a solatium of 
£50” for his model, with liberty to dispose 
of it as he pleased. ‘The Corporation of Hull, 
hearing that it was available, determined to 
emulate their brethren of Bristol, and made 
a bid for the statue, which, according to Vertue, 
‘““was executed in a composite hard melted 
lead, &c. now finisht to be sett up at Hull in 
Yorkshire,” If Rysbrack’s statue is certainly 
the best equestrian figure in England after 
Le Sueur’s Charles I at Charing Cross, it 
would be hard to name another work which 
has an equal claim with Scheemaker’s to the 
third place among our statues in that rare and 
dificult genre. ‘The whole affair reflects the 
greatest credit upon all concerned. Both 
sculptors had the satisfaction of seeing their 
works in public places ; both Corporations had 
the comfort of demonstrating their loyalty to the 
Protestant succession under the aegis of Royal 
approval. And if the present Municipality 
of Hull could see their way to protecting 
Scheemaker’s statue with a railing, an amenity 
long enjoyed by Rysbrack’s at Bristol, the 
vandalism of using its base as a medium for 
official notices would be cheaply and perma- 
nently done away.—k. A. EspDaILe.

THE BLACK RAT. 
To THE Epiror. 
Sir,—It may be of interest to some of the 
readers of your columns to note that the black 
rat, at one time the dominant species in this 
country, appears to be gradually increasing 
in numbers. Not long ago it was supposed 
to have been superseded almost everywhere 
within our shores by the larger and more 
ferocious brown rat, but, according to various 
reports, in several localities it has reappeared. 
My own contribution to the total of information 
upon this point is as follows. The other evening 
while walking by the side of the canal near 
Bracebridge, Worksop (Notts), I actually saw 
a couple of specimens of Mus rattus busily 
engaged in devouring a dead roach that some 
angler had left on the bank. This was just beyond 
a bridge, in a by no means deserted spot. 
Approaching cautiously, I hid behind the 
stonework, and was able to watch the rodents 
for several minutes. There was a certain grace- 
fulness about their movements that the more 


heavily built brown rat does not possess. 
I have long studied the British mammalia 


and am not likely to have identified the species 
erroneously.—CLiFFORD W. GREATOREX.

PEREGRINE’S HUNTING. 

To THE EpITor. 
Sir,—Perhaps you would be interested to 
hear of two cases of raids by peregrine falcon 
which have come under my personal observa- 
tion during the past month. (1) Peregrine 
and terns.—While I was sea fishing off the 
Sutherland coast I saw a flock of about fifty 
terns, which were breeding on an island in the 
neighbourhood, following a peregrine falcon ; 
they were keeping well above the falcon, and 
one after another were stooping at him, but 
never did they actually touch him. I then 
noticed that the falcon was on the look-out for 
unsuspecting terns feeding in the sea below 
him. When he saw one of these he would 
stoop at it. Generally the tern evaded him, 
but at last he caught one and carried it shrieking 
in his claws quite close over our boat— so 
close that the fisherman with me raised his 
oar to strike at the bird as it passed. (2) 
Peregrines and hoody crows.—While fishing 
on a freshwater loch near the coast I saw a 
large flock of hoody crows coming towards 
me, evidently much disturbed about some- 
thing. I then noticed that there were four

had been removed. It shows quite clearly the 
many rice-like eggs and the larger eggs whose 
part in the ant’s scheme of things I have not yet 
discovered and should be glad if you could 
enlighten me about. Are the egg-shells or 
cases more or less elastic and do they expand 
with the growth of the creature inside them ? 
The next photograph shows the nest five minutes 
afterwards. Almost all the eggs had by then 
been carried away by their anxious caretakers 
down the passages of which the openings can be 
seen on the further side of the depression.— 
S. E..B. 

[We think that the larger eggs observed by 
our correspondent are the so-called ‘ ants’ 
eggs’ used as food for fish and pheasants, 
actually not eggs at all, but larve which have 
spun themselves silken cocoons in which to 
pupate.—Ep.]

ORCHIS INCARNATA IN 
To THE Epiror. 

Sir,—Mr. Malby’s excellent photograph of 
Mr. Bunyard’s orchis in Country LIFE of 
August 26th, page 254, shows well the character- 
istic folding of the lip with the typical markings 
of this species. The plant is not, I am happy 
to say, quite so uncommon in Surrey—or, 
indeed, in England—as the statements imply.

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AN ILL-CONSIDERED AND ANOMALOUS 
LIGHTING BILL. 
To THE EpIToR. 


S1r,—Referring to the article under the above 
caption appearing in this week’s issue, I am 
sure everyone will agree that the Bill contains 
a great deal of ‘‘ nonsense which is not worth 
print and paper,” but you overlook the very 
serious fact that it is a sinister attempt on the 
part of a Government Department to get back 
the powers they possessed under ‘“ Dora,” 
(which would result in legislation by Govern- 
ment) departmental ‘‘ Orders’ instead of by 
Parliament, which must be resisted at al! costs. 
At the same time, when you come to make 
your own suggestion for an “ effective solu- 
tion,” I fear you lay yourself open to a tu 
quoque retort. What is the matter with the 
present lighting laws, which are perfectly 
simple and enforceable? If it had not been for 
the alleged necessity for the illumination of 
rear number-plates on motor vehicles we 
should have never heard of rear lamps! The 
moment you advocate tail lamps on all vehicles 
you are up against an impossibility in the case 
of hand-propelled vehicles like push chairs, 
handcarts and bassinettes, and you are bound 
to ignore the position of the unlightable pedes- 
trian, the fact being that there is a good deal 
of unlightable traffic on the roads at night 
and the only solution of the lighting problem was 
long ago laid down by ‘‘ Kuklos ” in the Daily 
News, in which he gave the golden rule that 
no vehicle should travel at such a pace as 
would prevent the driver from pulling up 
within a radius of the view provided by his 
own headlights, and also by Mr. S. F. Edge, 
who has repeatedly declared that the light of 
a motor car should be proportionate to its speed, 
and that if a motorist drives so quickly that 
he cannot pull up when he sees a pedestrian, 
cyclist or straying animal, he is a “‘ road hog ”’ 
who should be prevented from driving. The 
attempt to transfer the onus of avoiding acci- 
dents from the overtaker to the overtaken is 
vicious in principle, and makes the position 
of the pedestrian and other unlightable road 
traffic intolerable-—W. P. Cook.

LAWN TENNIS: 


R. G. L. PATTERSON of Australia, who in July won 
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WIREWORM IN GARDENS. 
To THE EpiTor. 

Sir,—It is now difficult—in my neighbourhood 
it is impossible—to get gas lime which, I 
understand, is the one sovereign remedy against 
wireworm. My garden, recently made out 
of old pasture, suffers badly from the pest. I 
have been advised (a) to use Vaporite ;(b) to 
sow mustard and dig it in as a green manure. 
I should be glad to know whether these remedies 
are effective ;or whether a more effective one 
has been discovered since the gas companies 
have so far forgotten the interests of horti- 
culturists as to purify their gas by a method 
which does not give gas lime as a by-product. 
If Vaporite, when should it be dug in, and 
what amount to the acre ?>—Epwarp LEwIs. 

[Gardens newly made from old pasture 
are very apt to suffer from wireworms, especially 
if the turf is removed instead of being dug in, 
or if the ground is deeply dug or trenched. If 
the turf be dug in not more than one spit deep 
they are usua!!y much less troublesome, as they 
then have the decaying roots of the turf to feed 
on. If the turves are buried deep, however, 
they come to the surface and feed on the roots 
of the crops. Either a good soil insecticide (such 
as Vaporite or Apterite) or mustard grown as a 
catch crop would effectively deal with this pest. 
The former may be applied at any season when 
the ground is neither dust dry nor really wet. 
They should be scattered on the surface and 
immediately dug in deeply. Quantities to apply 
are supplied by the makers. Care should be 
taken to see that poultry or valued pigeons have 
not access to the ground after application, as 
insectivora are not infrequently poisoned by 
picking up dead larve from the surface of the 
soil. White mustard seed may be sown at any 


.time during spring, summer or autumn when 


the ground is in fit condition. It should be dug 
in when 6ins. or so high.—Eb.] 
CULVERT TROUT. 
To THE EpiTor. 
Sir,—Small_ streams which run _ through 
meadows and mill leets are subjected to 
periodical cleanings, which greatly disturb the 
trout which inhabit them. As a consequence 
the better sized fish make their holts in the 
culverts, where they are certain of continued 
security. Sometimes when a water channel 
runs beside a public path, the trout are so 
persecuted by enquiring children that they 
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never leave the shelter of their culverts except 
at night and during the midday dinner hour, 
when there are no human beings about. These 
fish, which spend nearly their whole lives in 
darkness, become nearly black, like the trout 
of a moorland bog-hole. Although ugly as 
regards colouring, they are usually well fed 
and in excellent condition. It is not uncommen 
for a meadow rivulet or a mill leet to hold a 
few trout of a pound in weight or even more. 
The only way to catch these culvert dwellers 
is to float a worm down inside their tunnels, 
and they will often fall to a brandling when 
other kinds of worms have failed to tempt 
them. Sometimes the soil washes away on 
one side of a culvert, and the running water 
gradually eats the hollow deeper and deeper 
until there is a sort of underground pool and 
eddy. Under these conditions anything floating 
down the stream has a tendency to hang up 
in the eddy, and so any trout living under the 
culvert get a larger share of food than their 
brethren elsewhere. The consequence of all 
this is that one will probably find the largest 
trout of the brook living in one of these sub- 
terranean pools. ‘Trout in mill leets are some- 
times very free risers, and it is quite pretty 
sport to walk up one of these little channels 
casting a single fly —FLrEuR-bDE-Lys. 


WEIGHT OF KGGs.

Sir,—Six hens’ eggs were exhibited at our 
local show on Wednesday last weighing in 
aggregate lb. s5ozs. This seems to me to 
be unusual.—J. A. L. G.

HAWFINCHES FEEDING ON BEECH 
FLOWERS.

Sir,—-Since writing the above I have seen 
Mr. H. W. Robinson’s letter on the subject in 
Country LirzE. While watching these haw- 
finches my wife and I noticed that the colour of 
their eves was vinous brown ; on looking up the 
authorities we found, as Mr. Robinson states, 
that some of them say the eye is grey, though 
others give the colour correctly. I may add 
that when the beech flowers faded the haw- 
finches deserted the locality.—ErNrEsT BLAKE. 


THE BEST GAME 


the Championship at Wimbledon has recently been 

defeated both by Mr. W. T. Tilden and by Mr. 

W. M. Johnston in the challenge round of the Davis 

Cup competition at Forest Hills, New York. He failed 
to win a set against either of the Americans, and against Mr. 
Johnston won but six games in the three sets. In this country 
his defeat will be received with mixed feelings. On the one hand, 
all of us who are not convinced pacifists prefer our own man to 
win, and in an International competition Mr. Patterson represents 
the British Empire; moreover, it would be flattering to our 
self-esteem if the man who had won our Championship proved 
himself invincible. On the other hand, it is doubtful if the 
overwhelming success of Mr. Patterson would be in the interests 
of the game. We might be inclined to ascribe the result to the 
correctness of his peremptory methods in the abstract and not 
to their enabling him to make the most of his own gifts—which 
are peculiar to himself. We are in no danger at present of under- 
rating the value of the hard hit and the net game; Mr. Patterson 
has the qualities of body and mind and temperament that enable 
him to hit hard and volley close in and early, and they have made 
him champion twice. He has earned his niche in the Wimbledon 
Temple of Fame for showing us what a masculine game lawn tennis 
is, for teaching us how fast it can be played, and especially for 
making clear to those of our players who are excusably cautious 
as the result of learning on unreliable courts the moral advantage 
of the attack. The comment on his chief Wimbledon victories 
was apt to run on these lines—that he had made amazing strokes 
but that his opponents were playing badly. What was meant 
was that they were breaking down without further troubling 
Mr. Patterson over returns which one expects to see made accu- 
rately on the Centre Court. Against him Mr. Anderson, for 
instance, frequently hit out or into the net the kind of ball which 
against Mr. Norton (who has been within a point of the Champion- 
ship) he returned safely and with all necessary severity. Mr. 
Patterson, in fact, is apt to make his opponents believe that they 
must hit the ball out of his reach to win the point. That that is 
not the only way we learned from the Doubles ; but it is a great 
ind legitimate advantage to Mr. Patterson that the belief should 
exist, and the game would be the poorer if he had not played it. 


But the game would be still poorer if complete success had 
attended him in America—if young players had come to think 
that they must run in and hit hard at all costs, and that the 
highest honours of the game could fall only to those who had the 
physique to do so throughout a long match. It would have meant 
the loss of much that makes the game varied and subtle. 

In fact, the success of the well balanced American game is 
all to the good of lawn tennis. There is no question there of a 
resuscitation of ‘ pat-ball’’; Mr. Johnston is famous for his 
drive, and Mr. Tilden can hit as hard as anyone when he so 
pleases; but both, fortunately, are ‘all court” players. 
Americans—as we saw recently in the play of their University 
touring side—are accustomed to hard hitting and the net attack ; 
neither Mr. Johnston nor Mr. Tilden would have found in them 
the novelty which disconcerts apart from intrinsic merit. We 
must suppose from the results that they were superior to Mr 
Patterson in other qualities, and that they beat him by their 
capacity to bide their time until the decisive stroke could be 
attempted at advantage. Hard as Mr. Patterson hits when he 
is winning, when he is losing he hits harder still—as those who 
remember the last stages of this vear’s Doubles will testify. 
He hit harder but not more successfully. No one under punish- 
ment is less likely to ‘‘ break ’’ in the sense of withdrawing from 
the fight, but like soldiers of the attacking type in war he is apt 
to ‘‘ break forward ’’—to rush in at the enemy who is goading 
him. Mr. Patterson will run in closer to the net and hit at the 
ball harder when things are going badly for him—and to do this 
against a cool opponent is almost as fatal as to lose appetite 
for the fray. From the scores it looks as if Mr. Patterson had 
ended by exhausting himself; in the third and last set against 
Mr. Johnston he got but one game, and in the third and last against 
Mr. Tilden none at all. ‘To those who remember what a terrific 
weapon Mr. Patterson’s service is these figures speak eloquently 
for the capacity of the two Americans to return service. They 
must have done a good deal of their winning “ off the ground ”’ ; 
it would have been impossible for them to win by this margin 
without a mastery of the drive, and at a time when we in this 
country may be tempted to take up any new method which is 
attended with success it comes opportunely that the importance 
of the drive should have been brought out. E... E. M.

OLME LACY will come under the 

hammer of Messrs. Knight, Frank 

and Rutley next Tuesday at Hanover 

Square. So much has been said 

about this famous estate in these 

columns that there is hardly any 
necessity to add much on the present occasion. 
The most recent extended reference to the 
property was made in the Estate Market page 
of August 12th last (page 196), when an 
earlier auction, recorded in our columns of 
February 28th, 1920, was referred to. Holme 
Lacy was the subject of illustrated special 
articles in Country LIFE (Vol. IV, page 80; 
and Vol. XXV, pages 870 and 906). The 
magnificent mansion and 1,668 acres will be 
submitted next Tuesday, with possession of 
the principal portion on completion of the 
contract.

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SHOOTING NOTES 


By Max BAKER. 


THE GLAMOUR OF PARTRIDGE WALKING. 

N an article dealing with the walking up of partridges I 

spoke rather slightingly of those who regard this system 

with disfavour, no doubt echoing in their condemnation 

the views of their legs on the subiect. After having myself 

been through the ordeal, | feel rather inclined to agree 
with those who desire a method rather less strenuous. And yet 
behind such surrender to the inertness of advancing sloth is 
the feeling that some effort should be made to retain or restore 
the power of motion by one’s own steam. Tireless walking is 
a faculty which can only be preserved by observing a course of 
life largely consisting of pedestrian exercise, interspersed with 
slow meandering and standing about. Partridge walking is 
undoubtedly splendid exercise. It includes brisk travel over 
uneven stubble, slower progress over dewy grass, gingerly 
treading among roots and cabbages, not to forget railway sleeper 
walking over potato drills. Then there are the odd journeys 
along farm roads where choice lies between the gutters formed 
by wheel tracks and their separating parapets of turf. Add to 
these eccentricities of locomotion the certainty of footwear 
becoming soaked in the first five minutes and the total of reasons 
for preferring the easier method is overwhelming. Whatever 
vanity there may be concerning one’s shooting, the distractions, 
such as uncertain foothold, lead one to be content with a very 
modest standard. All the while is the evident proof that the 
best sport goes to the glutton for walking, the man who offers 
to take the wide sweep, while others, less selfish, assume the 
pivotal positions in the line. 


ESCAPING SOME OF ITS ACHES, 


Just how best to conduct walking operations without 
developing any excess of fatigue is hard to decide. The simplest 
plan is to limit the round to a morning or afternoon seance ; 
but which it should be is a debatable point on the score of 
sport. Convenience and bodily comfort certainly suggest that 
time should be given for the dew-bespangled herbage to part 
with some of its surplus moisture; that is, until such time as 
rubber boots become the accepted wear for this kind of work. 
In the morning the stubbles and other open spaces may be 
almost neglected in view of the birds then congregating in the 
root covert. In the afternoon they are out feeding, so that 
the open ground must be comprehensively swept. Some nice 
problems in tactics constantly arise. An open widespread line 
puts up a covey which rises wild but takes refuge in an easily 
marked piece of roots. Should the line instantly close in and 
proceed to the spot while the birds are still in scattered formation, 
or should the prearranged march continue, trusting that other 
coveys may be similarly driven into the roots, when all will be 
taken together? There is more sporting interest in seeking 
the immediate result, and if everything works as intended a 
fine reward follows. Such tactics are easy to pursue if a leader 
is present who knows his own mind and can attain authority 
based on the proved wisdom of his methods. A friend was 
recently telling me of such an occasion where on quite a moderate 
area he obtained one of the best day’s sport in his experience. 
The leader was a sort of keeper, anyhow he did not shoot, but 
insisted beforehand on absolute silence and obedience to the 
orders given by his stick. He walked in the centre of the line, 
and all day carried his wand of office horizontally balanced in 
his two hands, according to the method of a water diviner. 
Its angle denoted the line of front, and all that the shooters had 
to do was to maintain the front indicated by the stick. 


A SUPER PATTERNING CARTRIDGE. 


The American sporting papers have for some time past 
contained records of the remarkable performances of a new 
cartridge known as “‘Super X.’’ A recent importation of a 
sample lot enables me to place on record the results of a pre- 
liminary test. First and foremost it is necessary to make clear 
that these cartridges are of 2}ins. length, and as such are only 
suitable for use in pigeon and wildfowling guns of appropriate 
weight and chamber capacity. For a start I reloaded some of the 
powder contained in these cartridges into ordinary game cases, 
and found it to all intents and purposes impotent. The next 
test was to cut away the surplus tube length of the American 
case so as to adapt it for firing in the proof gun, at the same time 
removing one of the three felt wads so as to remedy the lost space. 
In effect this gave a game cartridge containing a pigeon load, 
viz., 40 grains of powder and tI}oz. of shot. The pressure under 
these severe conditions was only the 2} tons of a sweet working 
game charge, while the velocity reached the remarkable figure 
of 1,126ft. per second. Recoil was, of course, heavy, but not 
disproportionate to the weight of shot charge and its velocity. 
The cartridges as received were thereafter fired for velocity only 
in a pigeon gun, the lower value 1,070 f.s. being obtained, no 
doubt as a result of the buffer effect of the full complement of 
wadding. Five rounds fired for pattern gave an average of 
76 per cent. of the charge in the 30in. circle at goyds., and 
this from a barrel never considered a star performer. The best 
four out of the five averaged 81 per cent., so we may at once 


conclude that the claims made on behalf of the new cartridge are 
well founded. Though the English game cartridge can hardly 
be expected to derive immediate benefit from the discovery 
involved, an immense fillip may easily be given to the use of long 
or magnum 10’s, which have always suffered from the violence 
of English powders when so loaded. For instance, Messrs. Lewis's 
celebrated guns of this type when tried in America have performed 
excellently with the new powder. 


A RING-BULGED SHOT BARREL. 


One of the most difficult questions to elucidate in sporting 
gunnery is the cause of the barrel bulges which occur in a certain 
minute proportion of the guns in use. When the muzzle has 
been blown off we at once conclude that it has been plugged up 
with mud, but if the same devastating quality of destruction 
occurs half way down, then the explanation may be sought in 
the habit of shooters who carry their guns in leg of mutton 
cases to stow the joints of the cleaning rod in the tubes. 
Other explanations fit other circumstances, and the probability 
of each and all has to be weighed. One of the difficulties 
attending on diagnosis is that all sportsmen to whom this 
accident occurs are without exception punctilious in looking 
down their barrels on every critical occasion, assurances to this 
effect usually accompanying 
the claim for a new pair 
free of charge. In the case 
illustrated the owner is ab- 
solutely certain that the 
barrels were clear before 
commencing to shoot, but 
he is not equally detailed as 
to the impossibility of the 
damage having passed un- 
noticed on some previous 
occasion of use. And vet it 
took me half an hour to 
adjust the light falling on 
the bulge so that it should 
be photographically visible. 
Such exceedingly _ localised 
bulges are very hard to 
account for, since the ob- 
struction causing so. slight 
a swelling at 12ins. from the 
muzzle must have been very 
light, say, not heavier than 
a felt wad; moreover, it 
must have been confined to 
a limited length of the barrel. In fact, if I were asked to make 
a similar bulge a few inches further along, a felt wad there located 
would be the first thing tried. Of course, if the owner could 
prove that a felt wad was, in fact, the offender, or overwhelm- 
ingly probable, he could claim against the cartridge supplier ; 
but on the face of the available facts all that can be said for 
certain is that the free passage of the charge was checked by a 
light object occupying a short length in the barrel.

A FORE-END ATTACHMENT. 

Several times lately my opinion has been asked concerning 
the much advertised Colley fitting for sporting guns, and I have 
had to confess complete ignorance on the subject. Why or how 
I guessed that Colley Manor, Reigate, had some connection with 
the idea I cannot say, but I wondered whether the name covered 
the personality of Mr. J. N. Horne, who lives there. Anyhow, 
one of my enquirers produced an advertisement where Patent 
No. 174531 was named, following which a visit to the patent 
library confirmed the coincidence surmise. Mr. Horne is a very 
knowledgeable man on shooting, certainly one of the soundest 
amateur students of the gun in England. Once he and I filled 
between us a dozen or more columns of the Field concerning the 
advantages or otherwise of choke boring, and well he kept his 
end up. The above patent explains that the Colley fitting is 
a sort of dummy fore-end which is attachable to the gun in the 
manner of hand-guards and other familiar fittings. In effect 
it makes the fore-end a bigger handful, and for this conspicuous 
advantages are claimed in the way of correcting any personal 
tendency that may be present to shoot below an object. There 
must be something in fat fore-ends, for I remember that Mr. 
W. Baden-Powell, in several of his contributions to the shooting 
Press, insisted on their value, but more particularly as a means 
of filling up the hand and so preventing surplus pieces of thumb 
and fingers from protruding into the line of view. He also 
considered that the firm grip resulting gave better control over 
the gun. Lincoln Jeffries, the Birmingham gunmaker, went 
somewhat differently to work from Mr. Horne, for he fitted a 
sort of tool handle below and at right angles to the fore-end— 
and there must be many who remember his advertisements 
showing himself firing a gun so fitted. A rather nice question 
arises as to whether a gun is aligned by the eye looking along 
the rib or by the feel of the weapon in the left hand. 
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NEWMARKET’S TWO BIG HANDICAPS 


CESAREWITCH AND’ CAMBRIDGESHIRE. 


HILE racing and sales have been proceeding this 

week at Doncaster many who could not be there 

have had plenty of opportunity of studying the 

weights for the Cesarewitch, Cambridgeshire, and 

Duke of York Stakes, which were made known 
last week. Mr. T. F. Dawkins, as the official handicapper to 
the Jockey Club, has been responsible for the first two, and 
Major W. F. Lee for the race at Kempton Park. The task of 
the former has been especially formidable, as he had to deal 
with 121 in the Cesarewitch and 125 in the Cambridgeshire. 
Yutoi, last year’s winner, and Chivalrous, the winner of the 
Chester Cup, had been taken out of the Cesarewitch before the 
weights were published. Surveyed as a whole, they represent 
an amazing mass of names and figures. but we know that 
they will give rise to a great deal of conjecture and betting, 
‘0 pronounced is the interest in these two handicaps at 
Newmarket. 

In looking at the handicap for the Cesarewitch, two things 
stand out prominently. One is the very few proved stayers 
out of the 121 dealt with by Mr. Dawkins and the large number 
that one can pick out as being certain not to run. One can only 
suppose that their owners and trainers entered them in order to 
see how they were officially esteemed in relation to other horses. 
Thus I do not think that the three top-weights—Kircubbin 
now in France), Devizes and Happy Man—-will run. The last 
named has been incapacitated ever since the accident that 
befell him in the race for the Chester Cup, and Devizes may have 
won the Doncaster Cup on the day these notes are due to appear 
in print. That brings us to the greatly improved Air Balloon 
at gst. 11b., and I would not like to back him now, as, if he should 
win in the interval, the penalty would give him an altogether 
impossible weight. 

Here are a few that may be said to have demonstrated their 
capacity to get a Cesarewitch course and from which the winner 
is very likely to come if the experience of many years past is 
to count once more : Air Balloon (9st. 11b.), Flamboyant (8st. 81b.), 
Flint Jack (8st. 5!b.), Bracket (8st. 4lb.), Ballyheron (8st. 4]b.), 
Nippon (8st. 4lb.), Double Hackle (gst., including r1olb. penalty), 
Juniso (8st. 1lb.), Copyright (7st. 13lb.), Bucks (7st. olb.), 
Arravale (7st. 8Ib.), Nant Coch (7st.), Tishy (7st.), Achanalt 
(6st. 111b.), Sangrail (6st. 11]b.), and one or two very low in the 
weights which I am not disposed to take seriously. Flamboyant, 
as one that has won Doncaster and Goodwood Cups, as well as 
a Prince Edward Handicap, is one that will appeal to many 
at 8st. 8lb., though, personally, I have an impression that he has 
gone off. Flint Jack is a model of consistency, which is a virtue 
possessed by very few racehorses to-day. Bracket won the 
Cesarewitch two years ago, but nothing has been seen of her on 
a racecourse for a long time past, and she is not to be backed— 
at any rate, not yet. Ballyheron has been running prominently 
in long distance handicaps this year without quite winning, 
but he can’stay the distance, which is very much in his favour. 
Whether the handicapper may still be overrating him is another 
matter. Double Hackle is about the most distinguished handicap 
performer of the season over long courses, and may now be 
weighted out of the race. Juniso only just missed fire for the 
Northumberland Plate, won by Double Hackle, and Copyright 
gets his staying credentials from having won a Gold Vase at 
Ascot. 

All the same, I have more faith in the stamina of Nippon 
in the same ownership. She is a Jockey Club Cup winner, and 
it has been known for some time past that she has brighter claims 
to win this Cesarewitch than Copyright. It is a fact, also, that 
she has been backed all over the country at long odds and would 
be the favourite if any betting were published to-day. Bucks 
is in my little list by reason of having won a Goodwood Cup, 
but that was a year ago, and he is one that in the interval has 
passed behind a particularly black cloud, but he is now in 
different ownership. Arravale I like very much, and I am pre- 
pared to hear that this horse is very much fancied. He was ridden 
into the ground, so to say, a vear ago, and yet was just beaten 
out of the first three. When one recalls his gallant bid to win 
the last Grand National and how he shied away from a dead 
horse, which caused him to jump on to the top of a fence, one 
must admire him. He has had a long rest, and might prove to 
be a most formidable candidate. Nant Coch is an “‘ old man ”’ 
now, and I do not take him very seriously ; while for Tishy 
1 have no word this time. The jade deceived too 
outrageously a year ago. Achanalt and Sangrail are not 
good horses, but they are to be respected among the light- 
weights. So much for a first cursory glance at the weights. for 
the long distance handicap, the outcome of which is that I much 
respect Nippoy, Flamboyant and Arravale, and the last named 
most oi all. 

I agree with those who are of opinion that a three year old 
is very likely to win the Cambridgeshire, and among those I 
have specially noted of that age are the following : Sister-in-Law 
(Sst. 7'b.), Stratford (8st. 4lb.), Sicyon (8st. 1lb.), Lady Juror

(7st. 12lb.), Villars (7st. olb.), Re-echo (7st. olb.), Express 
Delivery (7st. 7lb.) and Rock Fire (6st. 13lb.). Three of these 
are trained by Alec Taylor, and it is quite true that Sister-in-Lay 
is greatly esteemed by the public observers of form. That estee: 

is also shared clearly enough by the handicapper. It is a lon 

way to the Cambridgeshire, and there may be other plans wit 

Sister-in-Law and Lady Juror, but they are very good fillies, 
and I should say that as they are weighted now there is very littk 
in it between them. Stratford’s form comes out in the Royal 
Hunt Cup, the Duke of Cambridge Handicap and the Liverpoo 
Cup. He won at Newmarket and was second in the other two 
races. He is probably dealt with to the top of his form, and 
moreover, I am not satisfied that he is a generous horse. Such 
is a personal impression from having closely watched his races, 
and for that reason I have some preference for the two fillies 
trained by the great master of Manton. Villars may have made 
some notable contribution to history at Doncaster this week, 
and in any case what he did there will be the best guide to his 
prospects. At the moment I can only suggest that he is very 
nicely weighted for the handicap I am discussing, but, of course, 
his owner will be hoping that he has incurred a substantial penalty 
at Doncaster. I am sure he does not stay, but unless Re-echo 
has gone hopelessly to the bad a colt of his credentials as a two 
year old should have a fine chance weighted at 7st. glb. | 
would, however, like to see something more of him before restoring 
him to the pedestal from which he crashed about Derby time. 
Express Delivery gives me the idea of being an improving horse, 
while I am sure we have not yet seen the best of Rock Fire, 
which won in.a canter at Haydock Park a little while ago, and 
was confidently expected to do so. 

Of the older horses I have much regard for such as 
Tetrabbazia (gst. .1lb.), Roman Bachelor (8st. 13lb.), Silver 
Image (8st. 6lb.), but Monarch (8st. 7lb.) is probably still a 
trifle outweighted in spite of his meritorious but luckless 
exploits in the past. Roman Bachelor is really better handi- 
capped for the Cambridgeshire than for the Duke of York 
Stakes, and for the same reason I prefer Sicyon for Newmarket, 
where, moreover, the course will suit him better. Sicyon at 
his best would have a great chance, but then Mr. Sol Joel’s 
stable has been in a terribly disturbed state throughout the 
season, and one would be taking a risk in supporting Sicyon 
at present. 

Friday is the last day of the big week at Doncaster, and the 
Cup race with its ancient history stands out as an event of historic 
importance. Buchan, which won two years ago, was a horse of 
class even although he never won a classic race, and this was 
certainly true of Prince Palatine (1912) and Lemberg, which won 
in the previous year; for the former ranks as a winner of the 
St. Leger and the other as a Derby winner and as one that should 
have won the St. Leger. But if we take a look back for a good 
many years we gain the idea that the Cups have been won 
for the most part by good staying handicappers. Among such 
may be cited Velocity, Bachelor’s Button, Robert le Diable, 
Haki, Flamboyant, Winkfield’s Pride and a great many others. 
Of course, some noted ones have won. Thus Isonomy, which 
was placed on a very lofty pedestal by John Porter, was the winner 
in 1879; Vedette, the sire of Galopin (the sire of St. Simon), 
won in successive years ; that great mare, Virago, and Voltigeur 
(the sire of Vedette) were successful in the ’fifties ; while Beeswing 
won three years running. On the second occasion she only 
had one other to beat. Alice Hawthorne and Touchstone 
were among those that won more than once. Altogether, 
the race has a wonderfully attractive history, and one cannot 
wonder that the proposal of the Doncaster authorities to turn 
it into a handicap met with a powerful and quite successful 
opposition. 

Friday’s race does not promise well, though a good finish 
may still result. But it is a fact that no classic winner is in the 
entry, or, indeed, one that has played a part in connection with 
the classic races. Bucks Hussar and Ceylonese will have run 
for the St. Leger, and I understand that Air Balloon will have 
been out for an earlier race at the meeting. Double Hackle 
and Flamboyant have been earmarked for the race for some time 
past, and they must be considered in all seriousness because they 
are such proved stayers. But the one I think will win is Devizes, 
about which there is rather more brilliance. He has been 
specially trained for the race, and if it had been a handicap he 
would have had to concede some weight to the other two. 
Backwood is a staying three year old, but he, too, has been out 
for the St. Leger—such was the original intention—and his 
running will be the best guide to his Cup prospects should he be 
exploited again on this last day of the meeting. If Bombay 
Duck should be reserved for the Prince of Wales’ Nursery | 
think she would win, as she is such a fine staying two year old. 
Leighon Tor must have a chance for the Town Moor Handicap, 
but there is another useful three vear old in Rackle to beat. 
This distance will suit her better than was the case at Stockton

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ON ARMOUR PRESERVED IN ENGLISH CHURCHES 


By Francis HENRY Cripps-Day. 


N the article which appeared in last week’s number we 

illustrated some of the great helms still to be seen in our 

churches. No piece of armour perhaps visualises the 

Middle Ages more than the huge headpiece which never 

hung idle for long in the great hall. 
It was carried at the saddle-bow when 
the knight was fighting, to be worn 
over the bascinet when he _ charged. 
‘Helm son!’ the leader shouted at the 
battle of Marchfeld in 1278. In peace 
time the image of war was the tourna- 
ment, and cased in iron the knight was 
always to be seen in the tilt-yard (I*ig. 6). 
With the Renaissance the helm dis- 
appears. Those of Sir John Dawtrey in 
St. Marv’s Church, Petworth (Fig. 2), 
and of Sir Thomas Broke in Cobham 
Church, Kent (Fig. 3), are examples of 
perhaps the later forms. We have illus- 
trated the helm of Henry V in West- 
minster Abbey and have referred to 
that of the Black Prince in Canterbury 
Cathedral, but perhaps it may interest 
readers to know that the helms of 
Edward IV and Henry VI (Fig. 4) in 
St. George’s Chapel, Windsor, have no 
pedigrees. They were acquired by the 
Prince Consort from Pratt, the New 
Bond Street dealer, in the mid-nine- 
teenth century period, when the interest 
in armour was reawakened. 


the popular headpiece, the salade in 
Germany and the armet in Italy, France and England. After 
1500 the knight wore the close helmet, varied by the burgonet. 
We have not many salades in our churches. There is a 
superb example at Witton-le-Wear, Durham, with the D’Arcy 
crest (Fig. 1); and three others are to be seen in Hexham 
Abbey, Northumberland, at East Shefford, Berkshire, and at 
Eardisley in Shropshire. 
but of armets many examples have been preserved. Stoke 
Poges; Hawstead, Suffolk; Cobham, Kent; Bury St. Edmunds 
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and Eye, Suffolk; Aldenham, Hertfordshire; Harefield, 
Middlesex ; Buckland, Berkshire ; Longbridge Deverell ; Stourton, 
Wilts; Astley, Warwickshire; and Godshill, Isle of Wight, all 
possess examples. Tas one at Beverley we have already illustrated. 

In Middle Claydon is the delightful 
little church adjoining Claydon House 
(the seat of the Verneys), with effigies, 
monuments and brass to members of 
the Gifford and Verney families, who 
intermarried. In the corner of the 
chancel hangs an armet bearing the 
Gifford crest, an avm couped at the elbow 
vested or, charged with two bars wavy, 
cuffed arg., holding in the hand ppr. a 
staff. At Mablethorpe, Leicestershire, 
is an armet associated with a curious 
tradition. A great “ Earl” of Mable- 
thorpe met a great “‘ Earl’ of the neigh- 
bouring manor of Maltby in mortal 
combat at the “‘ Earls Bridge,’’ a little 
bridge which spans a rivulet dividing 
the two parishes. They killed each 
other and the peasants carried their 
armour to their two churches. Only 
the armet of the Mablethorpe “ Earl” 
remains: his coat of mail disappeared 
a few years ago. 

There are to be found in all 
counties interesting examples of genuine 
sixteenth and _ seventeenth century

should instance that in 
St. Mary, Redcliffe, 
Bristol, where many 
citizens of the United 
States of America 
make their pilgrimage 
to see the crested 
helmet, body armour, 
spurs, gauntlets, coat 
of arms, and sword 
of Admiral Penn, the 
father of their national 
hero. 

To appreciate the 
added note of his- 
torical interest which 
these old relics’ of 
armour give to 
churches, one should 
not miss a visit to 
Exton in Rutlandshire, 
where along the whole 
length of the nave 
there hang on_ the 
walls the banners, 
coats of arms and 
helmets of the local 
families. In the Bed- 
ford Chapel at Chenies 
(Fig. 5), at Blofield, 
Norfolk, and Stowe- 
by-Chartley, Staffs, the 
helmets are features 
and add a_ personal 
note to the monu- 
ments. In the Cecil 
chapel of the parish 
church of Wimbledon 
there are two. suits 
of seventeenth century 
armour on the walls, one of which is said to have belonged 
to Edward Cecil, Viscount Wimbledon. It is but a common 
type of cavalier’s suit, but it tells us better than any inscription 
that this Cecil fought for his country. Ilminster in Somerset- 
shire has the Wadham monument and over it the helmet of 
Nicholas, one of the founders of the college of the name. And 
so you turn the page of history in whatever county you travel. 
At Bamburgh in Northumberland is the helmet of Ferdinando 
Forster, which Besant refers to in his novel, ‘ Dorothy 
l‘orster.”’ 

In Broughton Church in Oxfordshire hangs the armour 
associated with the Fiennes family; at Aylesford in Kent 
are the helmets of the Finch, Colepepper, Rycaut and 
Banks families; at Tonbridge, over the effigy of Sir Edward 
Hales, rests his helmet ; at Slaugham, Sussex, note the helmets 
of the Covert: family over their monument. The crests on the

Londesborough, Cork or Burlington. At Netherbury, over 
the More tomb, is a helmet with its crest, a moor cock sa. ducally 
gorged, of which local tradition says that after a duel in which 
a More, buried in the chancel, was victor, ‘““a dove settled 
on the helmet showing that his cause was just.’”? Londoners 
will have noticed the crested helmet over the Dacre tomb in 
the More Chapel in Old Chelsea Church. At Hampstead in 
Essex is the helmet of Sir William Harvey of the family of 
the great physician; it bears the Harvey crest—a dexter hand 
couped at the wrist and erect ppr. over it a crescent reversed arg. 
In every case we get the association of the old county family 
with the church where its members attended the services for 
generations. The sons may have been soldiers or have served 
their country in other ways, but they have returned in middle 
age, and, when they died, after the funeral in the little 
village church, their family have hung over the monument, 
helmet, gauntlets, spurs and sword. Truly all England is a 
museum. 

In some churches is still preserved the town armour of the 
trained bands. This is to be found, for example, at Norwich, 
in the Cathedral Treasury, at Great Salkeld, Langwathby, 
Cumberland, Fowlmere, Cambridgeshire, and Mendlesham, 
Suffolk. 

In Lincolnshire, Horncastle Church still treasures the old 
scythes turned into hafted weapons used in the Peasant Rising 
of 1536, and at Cropredy some pieces of armour found a few 
years ago on the battlefield near by, where the Royalists got the 
better of the Roundheads, hang on the walls of the parish church. 

Perhaps the rarest of all pieces of church armour is a fragment 
of horse-mail of the fourteenth century, from a Gloucestershire 
church, once in the collection of Sir J. R. Meyrick and now in 
that of the writer. No doubt it is part of a horse: armour 
which came to the church with the gift of the mortuary horse. 
If the church could be identified, this piece of mail would 
be restored. . 

In some churches are preserved the knightly insignia dis- 
covered in and removed from old graves. The most wonderful 
prick spurs of the eleventh century were found in a tomb in 
Chardstock Church in 1875, but they were lost to the church 
many years ago and are now in a private collection (Laking, 
Vol. I, page 29, Fig. 37). 

In the fifth volume of Sir Guy Laking’s ‘“‘ European Arms 
and Armour,” published by George Bell and Sons, Limited, the 
subject of this article has been dealt with at considerable 
length in an alphabetical list of counties and parishes, in 
which are enumerated all the pieces of church armour, with 
233 illustrations. The editor has endeavoured to collect the 
traditional histories of the achievements. 

On the second page of last week’s article the words “‘ But 
the bascinet is older’”’ should have read “‘ But the bascinet is 
rarer.’ The earliest “‘helm’”’ is, of course, of much earlier date 
than what is now called a “ bascinet.”

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A SIX-CYLINDER TOURING CAR FOR £390. 


HEN Mr. Billy Rootes under- 

takes the selling of a motor 

car, that car very soon has 

to “‘ go.” It may go in one 

of two ways: either it may 
captivate the public fancy and so become 
a very excellent selling proposition, or it 
will disappear from the place it has occupied 
in the magnificent show rooms scattered in 
various places in the south-eastern corner 
of England by the enterprise of Messrs. 
Rootes, Limited, of Maidstone. The latest 
addition to the cars handled by this firm 
is the six-cylinder Oakland, and there is 
every indication that it is a car that will 
rf in the desirable sense of entering 
and leaving the show rooms in a continual 
stream to meet the demand that should 
arise for it. 

The last few years have seen a con- 
siderable reduction in the cost of six 
cylinder-engined cars and an increasing 
attention being paid to the production of 
a moderate priced car with the de live 
type of engine. No longer is a six-cylinder 
power unit regarded as the limited posses- 
sion of highly expensive motor cars, and 
among the moderate priced six-cylinders 
available the Oakland occupies a surely 
unique position. In its origin it is an 
American car, but it is now being manu- 
factured throughout in Canada, whence it 
is brought to this country by General 
Motors, Limited, whence in turn it is 
distributed by various agents, of whom 
Messrs. Rootes, Limited, are probably the 
most important. 

Recently I had the pleasure of visiting 
General Motors, Limited, premises at 
Hendon and saw the crates in which the 
Oakland and other cars come across the 
water weirdly and wonderfully packed. 
lt would be misleading to attempt to give 
the actual dimensions of the crates as I 
did not measure them, and so I will be 
content with saying that it is very difficult 
to believe, on inspecting one of them from 
the outside, that it contains a complete 
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motor-car chassis. Placed on a truck run- 
ning on rails the crate is broken open at one 
end of the track and at the other end all 
traces of the woodwork and packing have 
disappeared and there has emerged a 
complete motor car chassis. It is then 
pushed over to another shop where the 
bodies are fitted. The bodies come over 
separately, but are presumably packed 
with equal ingenuity, and while on the 
subject of bodies we may as well depart 
from the usual order of things and talk 
about the bodywork of the Oakland car 
first. 
OAKLAND BODYWORK. 


There is no getting away from the 
fact that in general appearance this body 
is distinctly American, which is to say 
that it is not possessed of the lines that 
the English motorist is supposed to favour. 
Nevertheless it is perfectly true, and it can 
be said without inconsistency, that the 


body lines of the Oakland are quite 
pleasing. The car has a high bonnet, 
behind which the body compartment 


proper presents a pleasingly dropped line. 


This, however, manifests its limitation in 
that the backs of the seats have to be 
raised considerably above this line in 


order to provide adequate comfort to the 
passengers. rom the point of view of the 
occupants, which is perhaps the most 
important point of view, the body is quite 
satisfactory, for it gives a degree of com- 
fort that is generally regarded as quite 
impossible of attainment with the average 
American body, and when the upholstery 
has been well softened by prolonged use 
the ensconcing effect that is so much sought 
for should be available. After all, when one 
has a chassis that is well constructed and 
possessed of a six-cylinder overhead valve 
engine, one cannot expect anything very 
wonderful in the way of bodywork for the 
complete car costs only £390, but for an 
extra £50 one may purchase the Oakland 
with a British five-seater touring body. 


We have not seen one of these cars, but it 
is a quite reasonable presumption that any 
British coachbuilder will take full advantage 
of the lines of the bonnet of the car to 
assemble a thoroughly attractive-looking 
complete vehicle. 

THE CHASSIS. 

As regards the chassis, the Oakland 
has embodied in it many of those refine- 
ments which are usually found only on the 
most expensive cars. The cylinders of the 
engine are cast monobloc, the valves being 
carried in a detachable head and operated 
by push rods, which are normally enclosed 
in a readily detachable metal cover, the 
valves themselves being similarly enclosed 
asisusual. Also as is usual with American 
cars, it is difficult to find out much about 
the detail construction of the chassis other 
than what one may see for oneself on 
inspecting it, and so I am afraid that some 
of the details that I like to give will in this 
case have to be passed over, The bore and 
stroke of the engine are given as 2 13-16ins. 
by 4?ins., which reminds me to express the 
pious hope that this custom of presenting 
engine dimensions in incomprehensible 
fractions will not replace the good old 
millimetre custom in this country. But 
the statement that the Treasury rating is 
18.9 h.p. and the tax {19 is quite intel- 
ligible, and, after all, this is perhaps what 
matters most. As to the brake horse power 
of the engine, one can only judge of this 
by the performance of the car and I should, 
put it down to be about 35 b.h.p. Engine 
cooling is on the thermo-syphon principle, 
with an impeller to assist it incorporated 
at the rear end of the fan spindle. Ignition 
is on the Remy distributor and coil system 
and the starting and lighting equipment is 
of the same manufacture. The engine, 
clutch and gear-box form a single unit, 
the latter giving three speeds and reverse. 
Final transmission is through a propeller 
shaft enclosed in a torque tube to a bevel- 
driven rear axle, and suspension is, by

ON THE ROAD. 


It would be idle to suggest that the 
Oakland is a de luxe motor car in the 
ordinary sense of the term. Its six- 
cylinder engine gives it that smoothness 
of running and general attractiveness of 
behaviour that are the inevitable attributes 
of all six-cylinder engines; but those 
“super ”’ features, if one may so describe 
them, which are usually found with British 
six-cylinder engines, because they are 
mostly of the highly expensive type in 
which every refinement is incorporated and

most carefully worked out, are somewhat 
lacking. Running with a smoothness and 
silence comparable to the very best of our 
four cylinders, the Oakland does not 
possess that fascinating acceleration which 
we gourmands are apt to expect with any 
six-cylinder power unit. The fact of the 
matter is that when we are out in one of 
our British super six-cylinder cars we are 
apt to remember its possession of six 
cylinders, but to overlook the fact that it is 
also a super car, and we come to expect as 
inevitable attributes of the six-cylinder 
engine what are really only features of the 
super car. The Oakland reminds us that 
whereas the six-cylinder engine can be 
constructed quite cheaply to compare very 
favourably with the very best  four- 
cevlinder engines, it cannot be expected to 
embody by its mere possession of six 
cylinders that quality of ‘* superness”’ in 
every detail. 

Nevertheless, one gets with the Oak- 
land six-cylinder certain attributes that 
one could not get with any other power unit. 
Thus the flexibility and silence of the engine 
are excellent and at no point during the 
whole range of its speed is there a vibration 
period. As for speed as such, the maximum 
of the car that was lent to me I found to be 
some 50 m.p.h.—certainly a speed that 
will satisfy every normally minded car 
user, but at the same time the speed is 
less than one might anticipate from an 
18 h.p. six-cylinder power unit. The 
general appearance of the body gives the 
impression of lightness, but the body is 
very roomy, so offering a considerable wind 
resistance, and the whole of my test was

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conducted with a full complement of 
passengers and impedimenta. 


HILL CLIMBING. 

The hill climbing was entirely satis- 
factory, whether regarded from the point 
of view of the pulling power of the engine 
at low speeds on top or from that of its 
ability to take advantage of a sensible 
change down in ratio. About 25 m.p.h. 
was a very comfortable speed on second 
gear, and it was on this gear at this speed 
that we made the greater portion of the 
climb from Eastbourne to the top of 
Beachy Head. Brooklands test hill was 
mastered from a standing start at the 
bottom at about 12 m.p.h. on _ first 
speed, which is quite as fast as most 
ordinary touring car. will climb this 
standard and formidable gradient. 

As is usual with cars emanating from 
across the Herring Pond, the steering was 
apt to be on the stiff side, but, nevertheless, 
the road-holding and controllability of the 
car at speed were entirely satisfactory. 
Possibly, when the car had done a few 
thousand miles, its steering would become 
easier and lighter; but even with this 
comparatively brand-new specimen it was 
satisfactory, if not exactly fascinating. 
Connected with the general question of 
controllability is that of the brakes. No 
praise is too high for the foot brake of the 
Oakland, but the hand brake—of the car 
that I was using at least—was useless. I 
do not suppose for one moment that this 
denotes any inherent failing in design, nor 
would I suggest that all Oakland hand 
brakes are mere law-satisfying fitments, but 
in fairness I must say that the hand brake 
of the particular car that I drove had no 
retarding value whatever, nor could it 
hold the car on the most modest gradient. 
The lever, by the way, like the gear lever,

is centrally situated and the body has four 
doors, so that the driver may leave and 
enter his seat without disturbing any of his 
passengers. 


A COMPLETE EQUIPMENT. 


A word must be devoted to the 
equipment of this car, for it might reason- 
ably be thought that its very low price 
might be obtained by a skimping of the 
equipment. This, however, is far from 
being the case, for in every detail the 
equipment of the Oakland is comparable to 
that of the very best cars on the road. 
Starting at the front of the car, the first 
thing to strike the observer’s eye is the 
design of the front wings, with really useful 
and artistically shaped valances coming 
down to the front point of the front springs. 
Next are the head lamps, which, giving the 
impression of extreme power by their 
appearance, fully justify the impression 
when they are used at night time. There 
are, of course, also side lamps mounted 
on the wings of the car, while the lighting 
switch on the instrument board gives a 
“dim” position as well as allowing 
independent control of the side and head 
lamps. The instrument board is equipped 
with all the necessary instruments and a 
lamp to illuminate them at night time, 
something of a novelty being incorporated 
in this secondary light, in that it can only 
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A minor Oakland point of note is the design 
of the front wings with their deep valances. 


be lit when the other lamps are in use. 
All-weather side curtains opening with the 
doors are carried when not in use under 
the rear seat, and although I did not have 
occasion to use them, the two rear curtains 
were erected for the major part of my test 
and proved very sensibly and efficiently 
designed. 

Altogether this Oakland car at £390 
is a very remarkable car indeed. Its 
design throughout is most modern, and I 
found in it several of those desirable 
attributes that are too often lacking from 
American cars. to mention only one, the 
positioning of the petrol tank at the rear of 
the chassis and the feeding of the fuel to the 
engine on the vacuum system. Mention of 
the petrol tank reminds me that its filler 
is none too accessible, a curved funnel 
being advisable to refill it when the spare 
wheel is in position, but this is only a minor 
failing. When one considers the up-to-date 
design of the engine, the satisfactory speci- 
fication of the chassis and the very credit- 
able road performance of the car, together 
with the comfort of its body and its replete 
equipment, one can only wonder how it 
can be done for £390. OW. Ls, 


The Kingston Police. 


Y their attitude to motorists com- 

pelled to pass through their town 

the police and magisterial bench of 
Kingston-on-Thames have achieved a quite 
extraordinary notoriety. If, in any gather- 
ing of motorists, unusual police activity is 
being discussed in some other town it is 
the regular thing to hear such activity 
being described as almost Kingston-like, 
or a suggestion that the police of the place 
are attempting to emulate their Kingston 
confréres. In view of this state of affairs 
two points recently raised by a corre- 
spondent have a considerable interest. 
His first point is that last winter he used 
to pass through Kingston nearly every 
night and more often than not he passed 
one or more goods-carrying vehicles or 
horse-drawn carts on the road without red 
rear lamps. Incidentally we may add 
we are under the impression that at 
about this time Kingston police were 
particularly active in their per- 
secution of motorists who were a few 
minutes late with the lighting of their tail 
lamps, or who were found to be without 
the red warning rear light as a result of 
some travelling accident. 

And then the correspondent goes on 
to state that, passing through Kingston 
one evening, the road was in one 
place completely blocked by a group of 
street loungers standing together engaged 
in that idle discussion which seems to be a 
favourite pastime of places and on highways 
where traffic supervision and regulation 
are not particularly good. After much 
difficulty our correspondent managed to 
worm a way through the crowd, and 
finding two or three policemen a short 
distance further on, with apparently no 
urgent business requiring their attention, 
he suggested that a clearing of the road at 
the place, which was visible from where the 
policemen were standing, might be a useful 
thing for them to do.

The answer he received is surely 
sufficiently amusing to deserve a prominent 
place in the annals of a police force where 
absurd pronouncements and actions are 
almost the regular thing. ‘“‘ You as a 
motorist,’”’ said the policeman, “‘ must give 
way to foot passengers.

The Wolseley Programme 
for 1923. 

WO entirely new models are being 

incorporated in the Wolseley pro- 

gramme foi next year, one a 14 h.p. 
four-cylinder car with a side by side valves 
engine which develops over 30 b.h.p. and 
the other a 24-30 h.p. de luxe vehicle.

Starting at 
11 a.m. heats will be run off, and then 
after an adjournment for lunch at 1.30, 
the finals and some additional handicap 
races will be held at 2.30 p.m. This novel 
event deserves whole-hearted support, 
and it is to be hoped that not only a goodly 
entry will be obtained, but that the public 
will show their appreciation of the enter- 
prise behind the scheme.

OR some years now it has been 

an open secret with those in the 

know that a large percentage of 

the so-called Paris models come 

from no further of than the 
environs of the West End of London. 
The familiar formula, ‘“‘ Yes, Madam, a 
Paris model,” is merely a _ concession 
to a deep-rooted conviction that only the 
best inspirations came from _ France, 
Vienna and, perhaps, Brussels. Now, with 
no desire to touch the Entente Cordiale 
nor for a moment to disparage the fine 
dress instincts of the Parisian, the few 
outside the trade proper who were 
privileged to visit the recent exhibition 
held at Holland Park Hall, Holland Park 
Avenue, must have come away from the 
display profoundly convinced that there 
are brains and intelligence and initiative 
powers as great in every way on this side 
the Channel as on the other. And this 
important fact does not only touch the 
surface, it goes far deeper, acting as it 
does on the economic problem of un- 
employment. The less foreign competi- 


tion is encouraged the better for the 
English workers, who are now having 


their taste and eye educated from a quite 
early age to appreciate ligne, colour and 
colour combinations, and that elusive 
thing we term style and the French chic. 

That the best models of the moment 
are largely dependent on individual hand- 
ling and touch is an outstanding fact, and 
so is it also that the accepted modes are 
infinitely more varied in character than 
they have ever been. The East, both 
near and far, plays a conspicuous part, 
alike in the matter of form and colouring ; 
while never within recollection has there 
been such a diversity nor so exquisite a 
choice in such ornaments as_ clasps, 
beads, jewelled silk and wool embroi- 
deries, girdles, fringes, and so on, as 
now prevails. 

In clasps, so essential just now in 
providing the right finishing touch to
